Loxpox, Oct. 12.—Lord Lansdowne, the 
new Governor-General of Canada, and Lady Lans- 
downe sailed from Moville to-day for Quebec on 
the steamer Circassian. The Mayor of London- 
derry presented an address to Lord Lansdowne. 


Lord Lansdowne, in reply. dwelt at some length 
upon the fact that the bh race comprised a large 
portion of the population of Canada. He euio- 
gized his predecessors, Lords Dufferin and Lorne, 
whose administrations of the Government of the 
Dominion of Canada, he said, would be his guide.

INDIGNATION OF THE CITIZENS OVER THE 
ATTEMPT TO REMOVE HIM. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 12.—The indignation 
over the attempt by three Police Commissioners 
to remove Chief of Police Campbell appears to gain 
in intensity. Yesterday the sole topic on ‘Change 
was the unwarranted action of the majority of the 
board, and Mr. Cleveland was unanimously re- 
quested to give up the doubtful honor so lately 
thrast upon him by the Governor. To-day the 
feeling ran fully as hich as it did yesterday. 


Atnoon Mr, William Nichols, President of the 
Commeroial Bank, appeared upon the floor and be- 
gan to circalate a document among the leading 
merchants for signatures. The document was a 
request to Mayor Ewing to exercise his authority 
as President of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners to retain Chief Campbell in of- 
fice until a dicision is reached in the mat- 
ter of the writ of prohibition gotten 
out by Col. Campbell’s attorneys. The document 
is the result of a conference of bankers who were 
guided by legal advice, the idea being to obtain for 
Col. Campbell the highest financial indorsement in 
the olty. A meeting of prominent oitizens was 
held to-day at James Broadhead’s office, at which 
arrangements were made for a mass-meeting to be 
held on 'Change at noon to-morrow, to denounce 
the action of the Police Board in attempting to re- 
move Chief Campbell. 

It is stated openly that Campbell was decap!- 
tated for the reason that, as Chief of Police, he 
would have too much to say in the prosecuting of 
the gamblers now under indictment. Not satis- 

ed, however, with getting him out of the way 
the same influences, it is believed, so arranged 
matters that some time last night the office of the 
Clerk of the Criminal Court, in which the official 
stenographer had stowed away the gambiing ring 
Grand Jury testimony, was entered and the notes 
of the testimony stolen. The discovery was 
not made until this morning, when Messrs.

MI8S MULLER WISELY DECIDES TO RETURN

that Eliza Muller, the young girl whom James E. 
Bowman enticed away from her home in Atlanta 
and carried to Lynchburg, Va., where they were 
arrested and subsequently returned on a writ of

After leaving Lynch- 
burg with Bowman, a telegram came 
from Richmond (fordering their rearrest.

AN EFFORT TO AROUSE DEMO- 
ORATIC ENTHUSIASM. 

THE LIEUTENANTS OF BOSS MANNING TRYING 

IN VAIN TO DISPEL INDIFFERENCE 


AMONG PARTY WORKERS, 

Arsany, N. Y., Oct. 12.—Extraordinary 
efforts have been made to-day by the engineers of 
the Manning machine to arouse some enthusiasm 
inthe Democratic campaign. The cut-and-dried 
proceedings of the convention at Buffalo have 
been followed by a general feeling of indifference 
if not disgust on the part of the workers of 
the party with the exception of the 6e- 
lect few in close sympathy with the boss. 
Messrs. Maynard and Maxwell have been running 
around the State soothing the wounds of the dis- 
appointed and trying to secure harmony. The 
Democratic head-quarters here have been deserted, 
except by Secretary Bunn and one or two clerks, 
who have sent out some documents and mailed 


several batobes of orders to the country districts. 
A little private still-nunting has been done by the 
Mauning lieutenants bere, but otherwise nothing 
has been accomplished. The Democratic press, 
on the other hand, have been scattering the 
seeds of discord. The Rochester /nion, Al- 
bany Zimes, Buffalo Courier, Sohenectady 
Sicr, and several other Democratic sheets 
of influence have either openly attacked the Al- 
bany slate or damned it with faint praise. Early 
in the week the Cleveland managers determined 
that some energetic course must taken to im- 

rove the situation. in 1879 the plan of sending 

elegaticns of visiting statesmen into the various 
counties of the State to overcome the Keily revolt 
was tried. This year it wes deciced to call together 
prominent Democrats and editors of the rural 
— from all parts of the State to meet with Mr. 

anning. Invitations were aceordingly sent out 
for a secret conference, and to-day Democrats have 
dropped in here from all directions to receive 
their instructions and have their backbones 
stiffened by the machine. 

The original scheme of the machine was to ar- 
range things so as to obtain.a certain victory. but 
at the same time to keep the majority down to 
about 10,000 or 15,000; Mr. Manning, and his de- 
paty. Mr. ApHar, argued thatin such event New- 
York would be considsred a doubtful State for 
1884, and the National Convention would more 
readily see the necessity of selecting as the 
candidate for President the Democratic tidal- 
wave Governor of New-York. he unexpected 
outcome of the Ohio election bringing a Buck- 
eyo State man forward as a large Presidential 
quantity, has, however, caused a change of pro- 
gramme. The Manning-Cleveland machine now 
peceeers to show whatitcan do. It intends, if it 

as the power, to prove to the Democrats of the

So 
o-day'has been devoted to whooping up the ticket. 
This afternoon the faithful urged on the confer- 
ence to energetic work. This evening Gov. Oleve- 
land gave a reception to the visitors at the Execu- 
tive Mension. Later, the Demecratic Phalanx, the 
Young Men's Democratic Club, and other organi- 
zations made a street parade, serenaded tne Goy- 
ernor athis house and afterward the State nom- 
inees at the Kenmore Gotel, calling forth speeches 
at both places. in which the serenaders were 
congratulated on the victory in Ohlo, and admon- 
ished to gotheir Western brethren severa, better 
in New-York in November. Some enthusiasm was 
excited by the performances of the night, but 
the conference wes not hichiy successful. Editors 
Pureell and Callicott were consplcueusly absent, 
andthe latter greets the conference with another 
sharp attack on Judge Maynard in the Zire of 
this evening. .

We 
celebrate to-night a victory in a most important 
field, and a victory which gives usan earnest of a 
much greater yet to come. We look with pride 
and joy to the achievement of our brethren in a 
sister State, and yield tothem all the praise and 
admiration which their gallantry and courage 
claim. The first battle inthe great campaign of 
1884 has been fought and won. 

Obio ja the van calls on us to follow. What shall 
the answer be’ The Democracy of New-York 
sends back the ringing assurance that we are on 
the way, and in a few short days will beat her 
side, bearing glorious trophies. This is nut an 
idie boast, full of temporary enthusiasm, nor the 
voice of blind partisan zeal.

NO FIGURES REOEIVED TO CHANGE THE 
PREVIOUS ESTIMATES. 
CoLumsvs, Oct. 12.—Official returns from 
Taesday’s election began coming in slowly to-day, 
six counties being received up to 10 o'clock to- 
night. Secretary of State Newman estimates 
Hoadly’s majority in the State as 9,893. No 
figures have been received to change the estimates, 
made on the Legislature. The counties from 
which official returns have been received are 
Ashland, Delaware, Gallia, Jefferson, Wyan- 
dotte, and Auglaize.

VIRGINIA COLORED MEN. 
ADDRESS ADVISING THEM TO &UPPORT 

STRAIGHT-OUT REPUBLICANS. 
RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 12.—A committee ap- 
pointed by the colored convention which met in 
Petersburg, Va., in March, 1881, have issued an ad- 
dress to the colored peeple of this State, in which, 
claiming to act upon the authority granted by the 
convention, the committee appeals to colored peo- 
ple to act independently in the present political 
campaign in this State. The voters of the 
colored race are told that they owe no allegiance 
to any party or faction, State or national, any more 


than any otherclassof American citizens. It isde- 
clared that 80,000 white Virginians cannot be per- 
mitted to array colored voters against the body of 
the people. The address also calis attention to the 
fact that the Federal Executive holds and maia- 
tains through the force of its office-holders and 
their secret agents, a system of intimidation as 
dangerous to public liberty and morals as 
would be the presence of a standing army. 
“No mere faction,”” the address goes on 
to _ say, “of the national Republican 
party, while human nature remains unchanged, 
can ever lead the negroes of the South out of the 
embarrassment with which we are surrounded. 
Nor does the national compact give the President 
authority to use public office or money to procure 
his own renomination or that of a friend.”’ 

The committee advises the colored people to 
eupport the straight-out Republican candidates in 
the present contest. A resolution was adopted by 
the committee directing thatin the name of the 
colored people of Virginia a communication be 
eg embodying these views and sent to Gov. 

utler, of Massachusetts. The address is signed 
by W. J. 8.

THE SITUATION IN IOWA. 
BENATOR ALLISON’S RE-ELECTION ASSURED

If this ve 
true it would seem that such a bill can he passed 
with little difficulty. On this point Chairman 
Donnan says the Republican members will not hes- 
itate to invite suggestions from Greenback mem- 
bers as to the way the measures shail be formed, 
and he thinks that several Greenbackers will vote 
for the bill in the House. He says, however, if 
need be the Republicans will pass the bill in any 
event In order to redeem the pledge made in the 
June convention. There is no doubt that large 
lobbies for and against prohibition wiil be organ- 
ized as soon as the Legisiature convenes.

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SHEARING A GOLDEN LAMB 


THE DEARLY BOUGHT EXPERI- 
ENCE OF A RICH MINER. 
THOMAS HUGHES’S LOVE OF THE MANLY ART 
AND HOW IT LED HIM AMONG 8STRAN- 

GERS WHO TOOK HIM IN. 

At the time that the famous California 
“gold fever’ was at its height, in 1849, Thomas 
Hughes, then a young man, came to this country 
from Ireland to seek his fortune, and like many 
other good men he was seized with the desire to 
try his luck in the great gold regions. He hada 
very limited cash capital, and what he did possess 
was spentin bis journey to San Francisco and in 
the purchase of a first-elass miner’s outfit, so that 
on reaching his destination he was absolutely with- 
out money. He started out in arich mining dis- 
trict in California prospecting for gold on his own 
account, and in the 10 years that he remained there 
he was very fortunate. He accumulated enough 
money in that time to buy out a gold mine in Ari- 
zona, near Tucson, to which he immediately pro- 
ceeded and took entire charge of. This mine 
turned out to be a bonanza, and Mr. Huglies 
worked it profitably until about two months ago, 
having in the meantime been elected President of 
the Board of Aldermen in Tucson, when he sold 


ittoarioh company of San Francisco capitalists 
for $250,000. 

By this time Mr. Hughes had become tired of the 
rough life he had been leading in the mines, and, 
feeling himeelf fully able financially to retire from 
active business, he determined to return to Ire- 
jJand. The money for bis mine was paid him in 
cash, and not likiungto carry so large an amount 
about with him, he deposited $200,000 of it ina 
bank in San Francisco, intending to draw upon it 
when he should reach his home, and taking the re- 
maining $50,000, he started for Europe, coming by 
way of this City. Hereached here a month ago 
and went to the Metropolitan Hotel. In the time 
that had elapsed since his last visit to New-York 
Mr. Hughes has undergone a wonderful change in 
his personal appearance. Then he was a young 
man, full of che brightness of youth, and long- 
ing to engage in. the active work of 
lire. Now his long rough life has changed 
him into a_ gray-haired, Wweather-beaten 
old man. He talks with that curious accent pecul- 
jar to Western miners, dresses in the rough way 
most suited to his life, and is altogether a typical 
California gold miner. Mr. Hughes is a thorough 
Irishman, believing that, being an Irishman, no 
further credentials are necessary, and is also a 
most ardent admirer of erat appertaining 
to manly sports, particularly that of the art of selt- 
defense. Notwithstanding the distance separatiog 
Arizona from Boston, Mr. Hughes hud heard and 
read of the famous expioits of John L. Sullivan, 
and had conceived an enthusiastic admiration of 
the man himself before he got to this City. The 
pleasures of city life nad been so long withheld 
from Mr. Hughes that, when be reached here, he 
determined to make the most of his time and en- 
joy himself, after his own fashion, as much us he 
possibly could. He liked to walk about the streets 
watching the busy scenes about him, and always 
on the lookout for what be terms “‘tun.” 

One day soon after his arrival here he happened 
to be walking along the west side of the Bowery, 
and on a sign over the door of a splendidly fitted 
up saloon his eye eneountered the name of “ Mike 
Cleary.”’ Mr. Hughes was an Irishman, and the 
single name of ** Mike’’ invosted its—to him—un- 
known owner with a peculiar charm, and he de- 
termined to goin the saloon and if possible make 
the acquaintance of the gentleman. Mr. Hughes 
was successful in tinding Mr. Cleary at home, and 
forthwith introduced himself to him, telling him 
what it was that induced him todoso. Mr. Cleary 
responded to Mr. Hughes's advances in a most 
gentlemanly manner, and before a very long 
time had elapsed the two men _ were 
fast friends, Mr. Hughes was introduced to 
Mr. William Bennett, Mr. Cleary’s partner, and 
insisted upon ‘setting up” an unlimited supply of 
champagne. The talk drifted from one subjeet to 
another, until a discussion of the relative merits of 
the different well-known pugilists was started. 
Some one happened to make a somewhat sneering 
remark about John L. Suilivan’s abilities asa pugli- 
ist that aroused Mr. Hughes, and in a most eulogis- 
tic address be lauded Sullivan to the skies, declar- 
ing tbat he thought he could whip any two men in 
the world. He became very much excited, and 
when Mr. Cleary, in a joking manner, said that he 
thought Jem Mace a better man, Mr. Hughes be- 
came indignant and offered to bet $10,000 that Sul- 
livan could ** best’* Mace. 


His offer was coneidered a wild one not to be 
taken into consideration by any sensible man, but 
when he drew from his pocket a plethoric looking 
pocket-book and extracted from it about $15,000, 
it was looked upon ina new light by Mr. Cleary 
and Mr. Bennett. Those gentlemen, perceiving 
that Mr. Hughes was really in earnest about wish- 
ing to make the bet, said that, in all probability. 
they could arrange a match between the two 
champions if Mr. Hughes would back Sullivan to 
the extent of $10,000. This Mr. Hughes declared to 
be bis intention, and at the request of Mr. Cleary 
the three men went to Mr. Harry Hill’s sporting re- 
sort, in Houston-street, where they met Mr. James, 
otherwise known as “Jem,’’ Mace. Mr. Mace was 
made acquainted with the nature of Mr. Hughes's 
bet, and immediately yielded a ready acquiescence 
to engage in the fistio encounter provided there 
Was no doubt about the money being putup. A 
glance at Mr. Hughes's pocket-book, which was 
again dragged out by its owner, satisfied him on 
that point. And then the question as to whoshouid 
be stakeboider was broached. Mr. Bennett then said 
that he knew a gentleman—honorable, upright, 
and perfectly trustworthy—who wouid be most 
delighted to act as both stakeholder and referee, 
and ferthwith producea Mr. ‘Thomas, alias 
“Shang,’’ Draper. Mr. Hughes was introduced to 
Mr. Draper, and after several bottles of cham- 
pagne had been: drunk by the purty—at Mr. 
Hughes’s expense—concluded that Mr. Draper 
should be made stakeholder. Then Mr. Cleary re- 
vealed his identity. He wasthe only agent for 
Sullivan in New-York, and was authorized to make 
or break any engagements for his employer that 
he might see fit. Mr. Hughes was delighted to find 
that he was deaiing with a responsible person. and 
immediately proposed that articles of agreement 
should be drawn up onthe spot, and tlie follow- 
ing articles and conditions were then written out 
and signed: 

Articles of agreement entered into on the first day 


-of October, 1883: 


i, Michael Cleary, do hereby match John L. Sullivan 
to box four rounds, Marquis of Queensberry rules, for 
ten thousand dollars a side, 

1, James J. Corcoran, do hereby match James Mace 
to box four rounds a side. 

I, Michael Cleary, deposit one thousand dollars in 
the hands of Thomas Draper. 

I, James Corcoran, deposit one thousand dollars in 
the hands of Tbomuas Draper, who is to act as final 
stakeholder and referee. the time of the fight to be 
mutuaily agreed upon,and the ground to be tossed 
for when the fina! depos!t be made. The next de- 
posit of four thousand dollars a side to be put up on 
Thursday, October the fourth, 1883, at the house of 
Michael Cleary, 270 Bowery, between the hours of 
eight and twelve P. M. hither party falling to put up 
the five thousand dollars in the time stipulated to 
forfeit all money deposited In the stakeholder’s hands. 
The final deposit of five thousand dollars to be made 
on Saturday, October the sixth, 1883, at the house of 
Michael Cieary, 270 Bowery, between the hours of 
eigat and twelve P. M. 

JOHN L, SULLIVAN, by Michael Cleary.

This agreement being finished, the $1,000 a side 
was given to Mr. Draper—at leust Mr. hughes gave 
him his money—and the party then broke up. On 
the date for the $4,000 to be put up Mr. Hughes 
wus promptly on hand and -deposited his 
money in Mr. Draper's hands. The four men 
and their friends then mude a night of it 
together—at Mr. Hughes's expense—and in the 
morning parted with many expressions of } 
good-will toward each other. For some unex- 
plained reason, about this time Mr. Hughes began 
to entertain doubts about the regularity of his re- 
lations with tbe sporcing gentiemen, and, to satisfy 
himself, he went to Boston to see Mr. Sullivan and 
consult with him about the match. Arriving io 
that city, he found that Sullivan had started out on 
@ stagring tour with his pugilistic combination, 
and was then iu Washington. To Wasbington Mr. 
Hughes then turned his steps, and there he met bis 
beau ideal of a pugilist. He introduced himself to 
the champion and told him of the matoh he had 
made for him. Sullivan listened to the story, and 
then characterizing the whole affair asa‘ : 
swindle,’ said be had never authorized Cleary 
or any other man to match him. and ad- 
vised = Mr. Hughes to return to 
York and get the money that he had 
already deposited, if it was not then too late. Mr. 
Hughes immediately came back to this city, and, 
meeting Mr. Cleary, Mr. Draper, xncd Mr. Bennett 
in Cleary’s saloon, told them that they were a 
pack of infernal scoundre!s and demanded the re 
turn of his money. That was on the sth of Oc 
tober. Mr. Cleary produced the articles of 
agreement whicb had been drawn up, 
showed Mr. Hughes the sentence in which

| it was spesified that “either party failing to put up 


the $5,000 {n the time stipulated (the 6th of Octo- 
ber) to forfeit all money deposited in the stake- 
holder's hands,” and coolly informed him that he 
had forfeited all right to bis money. Mr. Hugbes | 
tried to persuade the men to return the money, 
but they refused to do so, and he then left them, a 
sadder, a wiser, and a poorer mano. 

He kept his own counsel about the affair, but in 
some manner Inspector Murray heard of it a day 
or two ago, aud determined to hnve the men ar- 
rested. He applied to Justice White, at the Tomba 
Police Court, fora warrant for their arrest. oharg- 


ing them with obtaining money under false pre- 


tenses. The warrant was granted, and yesterday 
morning Mr. Cleary, Mr. Bennett, and Mr. Draper 
appeared as prisonersinthe Tomhs. They seemed 
to take matters very coolly, and laughed and talked 
as unconcernedly as if nothing had occurred. They 
refused to make any statement, and Jus:ice White 
held them for examination, fixing the ball at 
€2.500 each, which was furnished oy Albert J. 
Adams, who described himse!f asa ‘“ gentieman of 
leisure” living at No. 861 West Thirty-second- 
street. To a Times reporter Mr. Hucbes said: 
“J know that I’ve made myself look very foolishly, 
and it can’t be helped. I thought that in making ! 
this match I was deeling with honest men, but 
now that I have discovered what they are, I think 
that I have esoaped oa very easy terms. It has, at 


any rate, taught me a lesson, and in the futare!I 
shall be more careful about how I make indiscrim- 
inate acquaintances.” 

Harry Hill denies that Hughes met Draper 
and Cleary In his place. Hughes and Hill have 
been acquainted for about 10 years, and Hughes 
once left $64,000 for safe keeping with him. Hill 
says he does not know Bennett. Cleary was last 
in bis place in July, and Dreper has not been there 
in five years. Recently. when Mace’s manager, 
Harry Montague, announced that Mace would 
meet Sullivan, and that $1,000 in the hands 
of Hill could be covered, Bughes, who was 
half tipsy, represented that he was authorized 
to make a match by Sullivan, and Montague was 
telling him that he did not believe him, when Hill 
told Montague not te pay any attention to Hughes, 
as he had been drinking. Mace said last night that 
he did not know of the transaction between Hughes, 
Draper, Bennett, and Cleary unt:! it was published. 
Shang” Draper said that at present he appreciated 
that silence was golden. Cleary said last night that 
it was “‘asimple case of forfeit.” He considered 
that ne had protected “ the old man’s” interests,

“constituted and appointed the patient the 
sole judge of the effects of his medicine, relying 
upon his honor to decide justly between us, and 
will accept such decision whatever it may be, as 
final without further recourse.” That day, May 
31, 1881, Mr. McGrath had his medicine sent home 
ina furniture car, and the bottles were ranged 
in rows in his cellar. The next morning 
before breakfast he took his first teaspoonful. He 
repeated tne dose three times a day for two years 
and two months. On the night of July 31, 1888, 
the last bottle was drained, but Mr. McGrath 
was in @ worse state of health than ever 
before. He called on a physiclan who 
did not advertise, and was informed 
that he never had Bright’s aisease or nervous dys- 
pepsia, but was suffering from a disease not akin 
to elther. Mr. McGrath demanded a return of his 
$800 from Dr. Fitler, and told him that by reason 
of having swallowed ail the doetor’s medicine be 
had been made unfit for manual labor and had had 
to give up his work. The doctor declined to give 
the money back ana McGrath consulted a lawver. 
He also learned that Dr. Joseph B. Fitler had been 
dead for 12 years,and that the person whom he 
had seen was Charles H. Fitler, who is not a grad- 
uate of the University of Pennsylvania. These 
etatements are sworn to by MeGratb in his ap- 
plication for Fitler’s arrest. Judge Arnold fixed 
Fitler's bail at $500.

THE MURDER OF A WHITE MAN AVENGED 
BY MASKED MEN. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 12.—Two negroes 
were lynched at Russelville, South-western Ken- 
tucky, yesterday, one at least without provoca- 
tion. On Wednesday a circus exhibited at Russel- 
ville, and considerable drinking resulted. Dick 
Winlock, a disreputable white man, was walking 
home, three miles out of town. He was intoxi- 


cated, and was overtaken by two negroes, equally 
drunk, one driving a wagon, the other on horse- 
back. Winleck asked for as ride. An aiter- 
cation ensued, when Nelson Cooper, the 
teamster, drew a revolver end ordered 
Winloeck to run. Winlock started to run 
when be was fired upon and killed. Both negroes 
were arrested, and Cooper confessed the killing, 
saying he was not sorry, as Winlock had abused 
‘him without reason. At1o’clockin the morning 
masked men from Russelville entered the jail, 
overpowered the jailer, who is suspected of hayv- 
ing knowledge of their intention, and took the 
two negroes out and hanged them toa tree near 
by. The bodies were allowed to hang all morn- 
ing, and the town was quiet during the day. Jesse 
James lived within a few miles of Russellville, and 
people there are accustomed to such things. Sam 
Dely, who was hanged with Cooper, was presuma- 
bly innocent, and had nothing to do with Win- 
lock's murder. Russelvyille people approve the 
mob's course, and the best citizens are said to 
have composed the mob. ©

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A CASE OF SUPPOSED INFANTICIDE. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 12.—The discovery of 
the body of a newly born infant in the suburbs of 
this city, coupled with the information that the 
corpse was interred by two well-dressed men from 
Baltimore, has created considerable excitement 


here. The appearance of the body, which has been 
exhumed, proves that the cbild lived some time 
after its birth. The two men drove out of Balti- 
more in a buggy with the body concealed under 
the seat. They borrowed a spade from a black- 
smith’s shop on the Liberty jroad_ three 
miles from town, and interred the dead 
baby on the estate of John 8. Gittings, 
a wealthy banker. The grave was discovered 
through the action of an fntelligent dog, and when 
the body was exhumed it was inclosed in a paste- 
board box, tied around with astout piece of twine. 
When the men returned the spade to the black- 
smith’s wife she noticed they had broken ft, and 
they paid her for the damage. Tbe Coroner's jury 
have rendered a verdict to the effect that the child 
was born alive and it is supposed was kiiled by un- 
known parties.

IN THE RAILROAD WORLD 
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THE WEST SHORE’S VALUE TO 
THE GRAND TRUNK. 
KEGOTIATIONS PENDING WHICH ARE EX- 
PECTED TO END IN THE LEASE OF THE 

FORMER ROAD TO THE LATTER. 

The unusual activity of the bonds of the 
New-York, West Shore and Buffaio “Railroad on 
the stoek market during the past week has been 
attriputed by many persons to the pending nego- 
tiations between the managers of that company 
and the Grand Traonk Rallway representatives. 
Great expectations are based on the possible results 
of these negotiations by the friends of the reads 
most interested. Tho details of the propesed ar- 
rangement between the Grand Trunk and the West 
Shore are carefully guarded, but it is presumed 
that the terms of acontract will be considered soon 


by the Grand Trunk Directors. 

The general understanding is that the Canadian 
Road will lease the West Shore, guaranteeing the 
bonds of the last named company, principal and 
interest, and agreeing to pay dividends on the 
stock as fast as the business’ of the new road will 
warrant them.

The New-York Central 
and the Erie people are well aware that the Grand 
Trunk Road has for some time desired to control a 
road from the lakes to the Atlantic, and they are 
also aware that upon the completion of the West 
Shore Road it will be necessary for the latter 
to make some advantageous Western connec- 
tion. While smoking his cigar in the Windsor 
Hotel lobby last evening, a railroad man of mach 

rominence said: “*A combination between the 
rand Trunk and the West Shore certainly looks 
feasible. Each road requires an outlet and the 
Grank Trunk cannot get any better outlet to the 
sea-board then the West Shore. With the new line 
fully under its control the Canadian road ean fight 
with some effect for its rights in the trunk line 
pool. I presume that the question of terms, how- 
ever, will cause some trouble. The West Shore 
people know that they have got a good road 

and they will demand a price or a 
rental for it. ‘The Grand Trunk folks are eonserva-

PUNISHING WESTERN ROADS. 

EXTENSIVE RESTRICTIONS IN THE SALE OF 
TICKETS OVER CERTAIN LINES. 


A week ago yesterday an order was sent out 
from Commissioner Fink's effice diréeting the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroad to stop issuing tickets 
over the Marietta and Cineinnati Railroad to Cin- 
cinnati and the Erie to stop issuing tickets ever the 
New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio and Ohio and 
Mississippi to St. Louis and over the Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis to Indian- 
apolis. These tickets were accordingly ‘‘ turned to 
the wall.’ Yesterday an order was issued putting 
the tickets on sale again to-day. This order was 


accompanied by another, which also goes inte 
effect to-day, prohibiting the sale by the Pennsy}- 
vania of tickets over the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul to Omaha; by all the trunk lines—the 
Pennsyivania, New-Yorx Central, Erie, and Balti- 
more and Ohio—over the Chicago and Alton to 
Kansas City, and by the Pennsylvania and Erie 
over the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy from 
Chicago to Kansas City. 

The Erie has seven routes by which to reaeh Chi- 
cago, and the <7 form of ticket which it is re- 
stricted from selling over the Burlington Road is 
by the Chicago and Atlantic to Chicago, where the 
connection with the former line is made. The 
trouble was not with the Chicago and Atlantic, 
but the charge was against the Burlington Road. 
The form of tieket used happened to be by the 
Chieage and Atlantic. The order probibiting the 
Pennsyivania from selling over the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul to Omaba was the result of 
the decision in the case of Adolph Hollender, the 
Pennsy!vapia agent. who said in his own defense 
that he made up a difference of $1 60 in the price 
of two tickets, which the purchaser Jacked, frem 
his own pocket, purely out of charity. In this case 
the argument was made that the Chicago ticket 
of the Pennsylvania ought aleo to be cut off, 
as it could not be told on which part 
of the through ticket the cut was made—whether 
east or west of Chicago. Vice-Chairman Pierson, 
who sat in judgment on the case, however, de- 
cidea that the out applied only on the rate from 
Chicago to Omaha. The Chicago and Alton will 
receive no business at all to Kansas City from the 
trunk lines originating in New-York. The Hanni- 
bal ana St. Joseph is the Kansas City line of the 
Burlington. and suffers under the order from Com- 
missioner Fink's office. 

It was known severai days ago among the rajl- 
road offices that other tiekets were going to be 
ordered off sale, but so extensive a restriction was 
hardly looked for. The charges were entirely 
against the Western lines, and the trunk lines were 
said not to be implicated. It was generally re- 
ported that the reads west of Chicago were grant- 
ing so large commissions that agents were 
evebled to cut the rates of the pool lines. 
The report was circulated that one or more of 
the Western lines contemplated securing injunc- 
tions to defeat the order stopping the sale of their 
tickets, but no step of that nature was teken yes- 
terday. G. G. Lansing, the broker, at Ne. 397 
Broadway, said he would offer tickets over the 
Chicago and Alton to-day. and averred that the or- 
der would not interfere with the “ scalping”’ busi- 
ness. Both Commissioner Fink and Vice-Chairman 
Pierson are out of the City, the former in Louis- 
ville and the latter in Cleveland.

A SHARP FIGHT FOR DIRECTORS. 
THE ANNUAL ELECTION OF THE GHIO AND 
MISSISSIPPI. 

CINCINNATI, Oet. 12.—There is an interest- 
ing fight in progress between the Baltimere and 
Ohio interest and parties in New-York and 
London over the filling ef vacancies in the 
Directory of the Ohio and Mississippi Rail- 
road.

Ohio in this election. Mr. Smith said that he was 
the only person in this country authorized to rep- 
resent Blake Brothers & Co.,of London. Robert 
Garrett, he said, had gone to Blake Brothers, of 
New-York, and presented his ticket for in- 
spection. Mr. Smith added that the firm had ex- 
pressed their satisfaction with it, but had 
sald that it must be refused to him.

THE STANDARD OIL COMPANY'S TAXES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 12.—Ex Anditor-Gen- 
eral Schell was the only witness examined to-day 
by the legislative committee whick is investigating 
the charges that certain testimony against the 
Standard Oil Company was suppressed in recent 
suits of the State against the company. Nothing 
of importance regarding the suits was elicitea, the 


examination drifting into a self-vindication of the 
ex-Auditor-General from certain charges of official 
negligence in the prosecution of the oil company 
for taxes. He testified that when Auditor-General 
he had made every effort to have an examination 
of the books of the Standard Oil Company, but 
in answer to an application from him counsel for 
the eompany replied that the books were in Cleve- 
land and not available to the department of 
the Auditor-General of the State. Speaking of 
the company's earnings and dividends, Mr. Schell 
said he never had any evidence that the company 
declared any dividends. He believed it would be 
greatly tothe interest of the Legislature to so al- 
ter the law asto make taxes collectible from cor- 
porations on earnings even though they were dis- 
tributed in dividends. At the conclusion of the 
examination the committee adiourned to meet at 
Harrisburg on Wednesday next, when Senator 
Emory, who madethe affidavits upon which the 
Standard suits were based, will be examined.

THE PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 
PiTTsBURG, Penn., Oct. 12.—In the Senate

WAGZS OF MILL HANDS. 
Mancuester, N. H., Oct, 12.—The sub- 
Committe@of the United States Senate Committee 
on Education and Labor met this morning. Col. 
Thomas Livermore, agent of the Amoskeag Mills 
testified that the wages paid average for 
carding, males, $1 29; females, 95 cents; spin- 
ping, males, $1 69; females, $5 cents: mule 
spinning, $1 09; dressing, $1 28; includ- 
ing both male and female weaving, $1 34; 
cloth-room, $1 25; dye-room, $1 42; carpenters 
and machinists, $1 78. The average board of opera- 
tives, including children, is $2 25 per week. The 
sanitary condition of the mills’ tenements, which 
let for $6 or $8 per month, is excellent. Ten and 
three quarters are the average hours of labor. 
About a third of the employes are Canadians, a 
uarter Irish, a fifth American, and the rest mixed. 
mericans made the best employes as a rule. 
The principal reason why New-Hampshire’s mills 
worked longer hours than those of Massachusetts 
was the larger eost of transportation. In regard 
to the tariff, witness said he didn’t believe that our 
eotton manufacturing interests conld compete 
with foreign countries without a protective tariff.

OBITUARY NOTES. 
Col. Norton, the pioneer nail manufacturer 
of Wheeling, West Va., and one of the heaviest 


iron operators in the West. died in Wheeling 
Thursday night after a brief illness. He founded 
the first nail foundry of the State on what is now 
the site of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad sta- 
tiou in Wheeling in 1840, and was also one of the 
proprietors ef the famous Belmont Mill. He was 
71 years of age and immensely wealthy. 


Prof. J. Lawrence Smith, the scientist, died 
at his residence in Louisville, Ky., yesterday. He 


had been ill since August, and his death had 
been expected. He was born near Charleston, 8. 
C., Dec. 16, 1818, graduated from the University 
of Virginia, from the Medical College of South 
Carolina, and in Chemistry and Science at the 
Polyteenic School in Paris, He was the inventor 
of the inverted microscope, which rendered un- 
necessary the clumsy Binocular glass. Prof. Smith 
served on many scientific commissions. He was 
very wealthy and leaves a widow. 
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CONSPIRACY 70 DEFRAUD. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Oct. 12.—Last July Special 
Agent W. R, Marshall, on the affidavit of A. K. 
Lovejoy, made a complaint against H. L. Goraon, 
a wealthy and prominent lawyer of Minne- 


apolis, and R. C. Mitchell, editor of the Duiuth 
Tribune, charging them with conspiracy to defraud 
the United States out of 4,480 acres of valuable 
pine lands by hiring men to pre-empt them and 
then sell them to principals at a nominal price.

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ENDING A LIFH WITH MORPHINE. 
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SUICIDE OF DAVID H. RISBEY AFTER A 
LIFE NOT ALTOGETHER WELL SPENT. 
Some time Thursday night David H. Risbey, 
the son, 25 years old, of H. M. L. Risbey, who for 
many years wasa clerk in the Assay office, and 
who died three years ago, took morphine at 
the road house of Edward Johnson, at Nine- 
tieth-street and Fifth-ayenue. He died last 
night at the Prespyterian Hospital. The young 


man, who had been erratic and a source of trouble 
to his parents, became rotorious five years ago. 
He was inthe milk business, and became enam- 
ored of Miss Jessie Hunt, a young woman who lived 
in Harlem. He compelled her to go with him toa 
minister by threatening to cut her throat, and they 
were married. Sbe never lived with him. how- 
ever, and about two years later she secured a di- 
voree. Soon afterward David was sent to the 
Elmira Reformatory for stealing from his mother, 
who now lives at No. 254 East One Hundred and 
Twelfth-street. He left there on a tieket of 
leave, but his conduct was so far from exem- 
plary that the Superintendent of the institution 
sent detectives to arrest him. He was chased by 
one at Seeond avenue and One Hundred and Thir- 
teenth-street, and attempted to destroy bimself 
with a pistol, but he only inflicted a slight scalp 
wound. 

‘Ee left the Reformatory in the Spring of 1882 
and appeared to have reformed. He was em- 

loyed for some time inthe Pension Oftice and 
ived with his mother. He formed a serious at- 
tachment for Miss Emalyn Lawyer, of No, #75 
Sixth-avenue, who is Vice-Principal of Grammar 
School No. 73, in East Forty-sixth-street. 
She reciprocated his affection and wished to 
marry him as soon as be had permanent omploy- 
ment, or engaged in business, A week ago he 
told his mother that he was determined to settle 
in life, and that he had a chance to go into the 
milk business. She gave him $50 to pay the man 
with whom he was to close the transaction, and on 
Saturday gave him $700, the amount he said he 
had to pay. That was the last seen of him at home, 
and it issupposed he gambled away the money. 
He went to Johnson's place on Wednesday ina 
cab and <4 there that night. He returned 
Thursday night, went to bed, got up at 10 o'clock, 
had some cysters and again retired, telling the 
chamber-maid that if he overslept himseif not to 
disturb him. His room was entered yesterday af- 
ternoon and he was found dying. Ona table was 
a peno!l and his shirt, on the bosom of which he 
had written, in disjointed sentences, to some of 
which he signed Dave: 

“Em., do you believe me now that the end has come ? 
No inquest. Morphine didit, Mother, keep the past 
secret; if not for my sake for Em's sake. let Miss 
Em. Lawyer know, No. 875 Sixth-avenue. This is the 
end of a weary life without her.” 
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ATTACKING MR. ABBETIT’S RECOFD, 
‘TrenTON, N. J., Oct. 12.—A large Republi- 
can mass-meeting was held here to-night to ratify 
the nomination of Jonathan Dixon for Governor. 
There was much enthusiasm and nearly all the 
prominent Republicans of the city were present. 


Edward T. Green presided. In his remarks he urged 
thorough and united action, and with it, he said, vic- 
tory was assured. Ex-State Senator J. Henry Stone, 
of Union County, made a telling speech, during 
which he criticised the publie record of Leon 
Abbett vigorously. He called attention to the fact 
of Abbett having, while in the Legislature, voted 
against resoMitions Of sympathy for the death of 
Abraham Lincojn, an to the fact that he 
bad always advocated the cause and meas- 
ures of railroad monopolies. Abbett’s boast 
of ageressiveness consists in a vigorous defense 
of himself. Mr. Abbett had lived in New-Jersey 
for 25 years, and during that time he had always 
been an office-holder or an office-seeker. Mr. 
Stone contended that Dixon, being a pure, upright 
man and aman of the people, should be elected 
Governor. 

United States District Attorney Keasbey followed 
in a speech eulogistic of Judge Dixon and in de- 
nunoclation of Abbett’s record. He said that the 
result of the Newark and Ohio elections had no 
significance in New-Jersey. This was purely a 
personal fight as to who was the best man 
for Governor, Dixon or Abbett. National issues 
should be thrown aside this year, because they 
would be well taken care of next. It was men. 
not principles, this vear. He urged the election of 
Dixon for the welfare of the State and in the 
interest of good government. Senator Jobn Tay- 
lor made a vigorous speech, and the meeting 
broke up with cheers for Dixon.

A BRIG LOST AT SEA. 
Hauirax, Nova Scotia, Oct. 12.—The bark 
Magnolia, Capt. Gerrier, arrived at North Sydney 
yesterday from Havre Aug. 19. Onthe Ist of Sep- 
tember she experienced a hurricane with tremen- 
dous cross-seus. The lower foretopsail, the fore- 


topmast staysail and the meaintopmast-staysail 
were blewn to ribbons, and the lower maintop- 
sail goose-winged. She was boarded by heavy 
seas, which swent the decks and carried away the 
stanchions and bulwarks on the starboard side. 
Her ballast was also sbifted, throwing the ship on 
her beam-ends, in which position she remained 
for 12 hours. Her water had all been lost 
except 200 gailons. After varions vicissitudes, on 
the 4th of September she sighted a brig in a dis- 
abied eonditior, but could not render it assistance. 
At daylight she rounded close to the brig, which 
proved to be the Mistletoe, of Liverpool, England, 
from Orubarewi, for Frederickstadt, Germany, 
with phosphates, and found ber crew exhausted. 
She bad lost two men named Pollock and Palsen. 
Her decks had been swept of her afterhonuse and 
steering gear, and she bad lost her boats. Chief 
Officer Harvey manned a boat and rescued Capt. 
Nevin, the mate, and three seamen, took them on 
boatd the Magnolia, and brought them to North 
Sydney. In ashort time after the rescuing of her 
crew the Mistletoe suddenly disappeared. She 
sank in latitude 46° 04’, longitude 18° 10’. 
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T0 MR. THISTLETON'S ADVANTAGE. 
About 10 years ago Mr. Charles Thisileton, 
of Kingston, or Hull, England, leit the old country 
for America, and his friends en the other side have 
endeavored to trace him, but without success. 
Before the Wilson Line steamer Romano, which 


arrived here yesterday, eailed from Hul) a friend 
of the missing gentieman calied on Mr. Frederick 
Barron, engineer of the vessel, and asked him to 
insertan advertisement in an American news- 
paper, stating that it would be to Mr. Thistleton’s 
financial advantage to give signs of existence. 
In reply to this 2 gentleman called yester- 
day morning at the office of the company 
and stated that be was Mr. Charles Thistleton. 
Owing to the name of the engineer being mis- 
printed as Barrow, and also to the lack of any 
information on the matter in the office, the gentle- 
man was told that the whole affair was a hoax. 
This was also stated to several reporters. Mr. 
Barron is highly indignant at the conduct of the 
men in South William-street, though he says that 
he does not for a moment suppose that the gentle- 
map who represented himazelf to be Mr. Thistleton 
was in reality that gentleman. In his opinion, Mr. 
Thistieton is dead. The name is uncommon, there 
being at this moment in New-York City only one 
person, a coachiman, answering to it. 


REMOVALS TO UNITED STATES COURTS. 

Trenton, Oct. 12.—Judge Nixon filed an 
opinion in the United States Ceurt to-day in refer- 
ence to the removal of cases from the State courts 
to the United States courts, in the case of Stouten- 


burgh against Wharton. He says the third section 
ofthe Aet of 1875 is explicit, that before a re- 
moval of the suit can be bad the party or person de- 
siring it shall file a petition for the removal and 
a bond with good and sufficient security for his or 
her entering into the Circuit Court of the United 
States on the first day of its next session a copy of 
the record in such suit and for paying ali costs 
that may be awarded by the Circuit Court. If said 
court shall hold that the suit was wrongfully or 
improperly removed thereto; if the Clerk of 
the State Court interposes any hindrance to 
the prompt obtaining a copy of the _ record, 
not only may a writ of certiorar! issue from the 
Circuit Court tothe State court, but the Cirouit 
Court is authorized to make an order extending 
the time within which the copy of the record shall 
be filed. Such extension is only permissible, how- 
ever, in eases where it is impossible for the parties 
or persons removing the cause to obtain the re- 

quired copy.

LHE CROP PRODUCT OF THE YEAR. 
pre = Sakae 
THE GENERAL AVERAGE OF CORN, WHEAT, 
OATS, BARLEY, POTATOES, AND TOBACCO. 
WasHineton, Oct. 12.—The October corn 
report for the Department of Agriculture fully gus 
tains the telegraphic summaries of Sept. 10 rela- 
tive to injuries by frosts of Sept. 8, 9,and 10. There 
were light frosts later, the most noticeable being 
on Sept. 16, in the North-west. The State average 
of condition shows the extent of the injury, which 
was greatest tn Michigan, Wisconsia, Ohio, and 
New-York. There wasaiso severe loss in Minne- 
sota and Dakota, and some damage in the elevated 
portions of Pennsylvania and West Virginia, in 
the northern counties of Indiana and Illinois, in 
the least advanced fields of Iowa, but scarcely any 


in Nebraska and none in Kansas is reported. Ex- 
cept a few placesin Northern Kentucky and Mis! 
souri, there is no mention of frost in any States 
south of Pennsylvania. 

The reduction of State averages is: In Michigan 
trom 60 to 45; in Wisconsin from 76 to 50; in Ohio 
from 82 to 63: in New-York from 77 to 57. The re- 
duction is 7 points in Illinois and 5 in Indiana. 
The high September ficures have been materially 
reduced by frost. The loss of condition from 
drought has become more apparent, causing slight 
reductions of the September estimates of many of 
tbe Southern States. 

The general average of condition for the entire 
field is 78, 6 points less than on Sept. 1, 4 from 
frosts in the North and 2 from drought on the 
Atlantic sea-board and south of the frosted areas. 
It is 5 points below the Octeber average of 
1882, while there is 4 per cent, inerease in area. It 
is 21 points lower than the October average of the 
census crop. ‘The product of the year will be close 
to 1,600,000,000 bushels, with more soft corn than 
last year, mostly in regions that consume their en- 
tire crop. 

The returns of yield of wheat per acre indicate a 
production about 24 bushels per acre less 
than the crop of last year. It Is only 9% bushels 
per acre in Ohio, 10 in Illlinois, and only a frac- 
tion above 10in Indiana.

While a revision of the records of the season 
may cause slight local ehanges, it is certain that 
the final average will’ not difier much from 11.3 
bushels peracre. The aggregate will exceed 400,- 
000,000 bushels, and may reach 420,000,000. ‘The 
quality is not-up te an average. 

The yield of oats is a full average of a series of 
years, or about 28 bushels for the whole country. 
The range of State averages inthe West is from 
809 In Missouri to 41 in Kansas, about 33 inin the 
Ohio Valley, and 8¢in the North-west. Nebraska 
and Kansas have the largest yieids. The crop will 
aggregate about 500,000,000 bushels. Quality is 
high. averaging 98, 100 being the standard. 

The barley crop will average between 1 and 
2 bushels per-.acre more than last year, approxi- 
mating 50,000,000. California, New-York, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, and lowa contribute three-fourths 
of the whole product. 

The potato cropisin better condition than in 
any year since 1875. The average is 93, while the 
October averages of 1882and 1879 were each 90. 
The prospect ts favorable for a erop above medium. 

The tobaeco erop will be below an average in 
yield. The average of condition in Kentuoky is 
‘7; in Virginia, 64. The Maryland crop will be 
good. Averages of the seed lcaf States are low. 
The general average of condition is 82.

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC'S DEBTS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Will you allow mea word in reference to 
the Northern Pacific? The mileage upon which the 
earnings of the company are now reported is 2,365 
miles; of this 1,820 miles are covered by the first 
and second mortgages. These, including scrip divi- 
dend, secure, according te the company's state 
ment, bonds to the amount of $70,910,521. The 
annual interest on this sum is $4,254,631. In ad- 
dition to these 1,820 miles the company is op- 
erating 545 miles of branch lines, the cost of 
which—represented by bonds at $20,000 per mile 
—is $10,900,000. The annual interest at 7 per 
cent. on this sum is $763,000. The company 
has also guaranteed $10,000,000 of the bonds of the 
St. Paul and Northern Pacific Railroad, not yet 
constructed, of which $5,000,000 were sold, and the 
money received therefor previous to the close of 


the fiseal year of the former company. These 
bonds were issued to construct that portion of the 
main line of the Northern Pagific from St. Paul to 
Sauk Rapids, and are a direct liability of the 
Northern Paeific Company. The interest on these 
bonds is a current charge against its earnings. The 
Northern Pacific bas also guaranteed $2.000,000 of 
the bonds of the Oregon Terminal Company, 
also sold and money received previous to the 
close of its fiscal year. These three sums 
added to the eost of the main line make a 
total of $58,810,521, the interest on which is 
$5,487,631, the interest on the bonds issued on 
branch lines being at the rate of 7 percent. The 
Northern Pacific officials allege that the Oregon 
and Transcontinental pays interest on the bonds of 
the branoh lines fortwo years. This statement is 
not correct. Previous to the elose of the fiscal 
year of the company for 1881 about 200 miles of 
braneh lines had been completed, upon which it 
pays the interest. The time for which the Trans- 
continental wasto pay the interest on bonds of 
the branch lines is ravidly running out. The 
Northern Pacifico consequently must soon pay 
the whole interest. For these lines the Northern 
Pacific bas issned its own branch line bonds. 
Transcontinental has no money for the payment 
of such interest. If it pays interest on Northern 
Pacific bonds it must borrow the money therefor. 
If it borrows for sueh purpose, its credit suffers; if 
its credit suffers that of the Northern Pacifie suf- 
fers equally. The two companies are so combined 
that the burdens of one are tke burdersof the 
other. In effect it makes ne difference who pays 
the interest. That Mr. Oakes should have left out 
of sight the indebtedness of the St. Pani and North- 
ern Pacifico, a direct obligation of the Northern Pa- 
cific, is somewhat calculated to impair the credit 
due to his statements. 

With regard to the earnings of the read, it is 
of no use to count ens befere the eggs are 
hatched. Considering that the road and its 
branches run through very sparsely settled Terri- 
tories, an estimate that allows earnings at the rate 
of $5,000 a mile isa very liberal oné. Such a rate 
for 2,865 miles would give a result of $11,- 
825,000. A lhberal allowance for the net upon sach 
earnings is 834 per cent.. or $2,941,666. *f such a 
sum can be earned net the road te doing better 
than the average of roads similarly situated. An 
ounce of experience In such matters is worth tons 
of estimate or conjecture. L.

THE DEATH PENALTY PAID 


ELLIS GRAFT HANGED BEFORE A 
GREAT CROWD. 

THE ASHLAND RAVISHER AND MURDERER 
PROTESTS HIS INNOCENCE AND DIES 
CALMLY—HIS ORIME. 

Grayson, Ky., Oct. 12.—Hllis Craft, one of 
the murderers of three children at Ashland, Ky., 
was hanged here to-day in the presence of a Jarge 
crowd. Last night a brother and two brothers-in- 
law were with Craft, who spent the early vart of 
the night conversing with these and other visitors, 
singing and praying. About midnight he went to 
bed and slept soundly until daybreak, and then he 
awoke and talked as usual, apparently contented 
with the certainty of dying and going to heaven. 
Craft’s mother is at home delirious, and his elder 
brother wrote him an affecting farewell letter last 
night. During the morning Ejder Pinkerton 
prayed with Craft, and at § o’clock the death war- 


rant was read. The prisonertold the minister to 
write bis father and mother that he died innocent 
and in peace, 

Of the thousands of persons whe poured into 
town during the morning very many visited the 
condamned man and plied him with questions, 
which he answered readily. Craft wished to 
walk to the scaffold, but was driven 
there in a buggy, accompanied by the 
jailer an surrounded by a strong gusrd. 
On approaching.the scaffold the guarde kept back 
the multitude and Craft passed within the inclos- 
ure‘ and ascended the steps to the platferm in full 
view of the throng. Elder Pinkerton and the 
Sheriffs ascended with him. Quiet was called for, 
and Craft began along address, in which ne reas- 
sertod his innocence. He named Heflin, Abe Camp- 
bell, and John Russell as the men who caused his 
death. He then sang a hymn and offered up a fer- 
vent prayer to God to receive his soul. Then, all 
being prepared, he stepped upon the trap weeping 
and crying ‘“‘Lord receive my soul.’”’ The trap 
dropped at 12 o’clock, and the erowds quickly dis- 

oy The body was given to his friends for 

rial. 

Ellis Craft was well built and intelligent in ap- 
pearpnee. He was a native of Boyd County, hav- 

ng been born near Cannonsburg on June 25, 1858, 

The crime for which Craft suffered was committed 
at Ashland, Ky. In East Ashland, also known as 
** Geiger’s Addition,” or Gelgoreville, lived a fami- 
ly named Gibbons, consisting of the father, mother, 
and three children—two sons and a daughter. 
The father was working in Virginia, when, on Dec. 
23, 1881, tho mother went, with her younger son, 
Sterling. 11 years old, ona visit to a married 
daughter in Irenton, Ohio. On her departure she 
asked Mrs. Thomas, a neighbor, to allow her 
daughter, Emma Carico, the child of a former*mar- 
riage, to stay over — with Fanny and Robbie 
Gibbons, At €é o'clock Emma went to the Gibbons’ 
cottage, and about 8:30 o’clock Robbie, a one- 
legged boy of 17, returned home from Ashland. 
_ was the last seen of these three children 
alive. 

Between 5 and 6 o'clock the next morning some 
of the neighbors discovered the Gibbens’ house on 
fire, and those who first broke into the building 
found the dead bodies of the children lying in a 
back room and removea them through a window. 
The skull of each had been crushed. The ohildren 
had been murdered and the house set on fire to 
hide the crime. A bloody axe and a crowbar, with 
long hair adhering to It, were evidently the instru- 
ments of death. Further examination of the 
bodies showed thatthe girls had both been out- 
raged. These revelations produced the wilaest ex- 
citement in the community and an earnest desire 
to discover the perpetrators of the horrible crime. 

On Monday morning the funeral of the victims 
took place, and inthe afternoon a public meeting 
was held to take steps toward the discovery of the 
murderers. The City Council was asked to offer a 
reward of $200, and a committee was appointed to 
take subscriptions. Another committee was em- 
powered to employ detectives. Private subscrip- 
tions soon inereased the reward to nearly $1,000, 
an‘ the county and State offered liberal rewards. 
Suspicion first fell on J. W. Gibbons asthe mar- 
derer of his own children, but he was found in 
West Virginia, a week after the murder, of which 
he had just learned, and easily proved bis tnno- 
=<. A nogro was also arrested, but established 
an 4 

Ten days after the murder, George Ellis, a res}- 
dent of Geigersville, let fall some words whic 
fastened suspicion upon him. ‘That evening he 
was taken before the committee and Deputy 
United States Marshal Heflin, who bad been inter- 
ested in the case. He made a confession to the 
effect that he had been galled out of bed 
and fercedto go to the Gibbons’ house by Ellis 
Craft and William Neal, who had out- 
raged the girls, eompelling him te hold 
one of them. They then murdered the three ohil- 
dren and fired the house, in whieh latter act they 
forced Ellis to assist. All he asked of the commit- 
tee was that he should be saved from lynching. 
Craft was arrested at his boarding-house, whitner 
the bodies of the victims had been removed after 
the fire, and where he had sat up with the corpses 
on Christmas Eve. He denied the story of Ellis. 
Neal was arrested at the Norton [roti-works. 

On the Me aey of Jan. 3 the three prisoners 
were in jail in Catlettsburg, the county town. 
Here, within 12 hours after he had made his con- 
fesston, Ellis showed his first disposition to retract. 
Me declared he did not know y he had made it; 
that the whisky he had drank must have beon 
drugged, ana that Neal and Craft were in- 
nocent. That day the greatest excitement 
prevailed in and around Ashland, and erowds went 
to Catlettsburg. Before noon the next day Judge 
Brown learned that an Ashland mob was or- 
ganized te hang the prisoners, and he hand- 
ea them over to the Sheriff and a posse 
for conveyance to Marsville on the steamer 
Mountain Girl. While steam was being got up 
the mob arrived from Ashland, and the prisoners 
were sent away on the ferry-boat. The Ashland- 

rs seized the Mountain’Girl and seon overtook the 
erry-boat. But the prisemers had been trans- 
ferred to the Mountain Boy, meton the way, and 
that steamer’s smoke could now be secn far down 
the river. The mob calmed down and declared 
there had been no intention to lynch the prison- 
ers, and promised District Judge Brown that if 
Craft, Ellis, and Neal were returned they would be 
protected. At Maysville, whither the prisoners 
were conveyed by a company of soldiers met on 
the way, they remained a week,and were then 
breugh baek under guard of three companies of 
State troeps for trial. 

Neal was tried first and Craft immediately after- 
ward. Both were found guilty and sentenced to 
be hanged on April 14. The usua! delays followed, 
but finally Ellis was taken from jail and hanged by 
lynebers. Again, when Craft aud Neal were going 
to Lexington by boat, a mob went abead by train 
and, capturing a ferry-boat, endeavored to inter- 
cept the Granite State, on which the prisoners were 
guarded by 200 soldiers. The soldiers fired on the 
mob, disabled the ferry-boat, and injured several 
non-combatants on the shore, In February Oraft 
was again convicted and sentenced to be hanged 
on Aprill4. A rehearing was dismissed on Sept. 4, 
and Oct. 12 fixed as the day the prisoner should be 
banged.

FREDERICK MANN HANGED. 
THE MURDERER OF THE COOKE FAMILY 
MEETS DEATH WITHOUT FALTERING. 

L/Orrervat, Ontario, Oet. 12.—Frederick 
Mann, the murderer of the Cooke family, was 
hanged at 8 o’clock this morning. He preserved a 
calm demeaner, and ascended the steps leading to 
the scaffold without faltering. The Rey. Mr. Phil- 
lips offered up a prayer, at the conclusion of 
which the trap was sprung. Mann died apparently 


without a struggle. At 8:80 e’clock the body was 
eut down and an inquest held. About 50 persons 
witnessed the hanging. 

The murderer, who was little more than a boy, 
was employed as a farm-hand by Rugele W. Cooke, 
He was a dad of good appearance, and was treated 
with much consideration by the family of his em- 
pores. On Jan. 2, 1883, Mr. Cooke had occasion to 

primand him for some offenses which he bad 

ommitted. Seizing an axe, Mann attacked Mr. 
coke ard almost hacked him to pieces. Then he 
killed the wife, daughter, and son of his employer. 
During imprisonment Mann professed great peni- 
tence, admitting his guilt, but asserting that Mr. 
Cooke had so provoked him that he was not con- 

selous of his acts.

A SCENE ON THE SCAFFOLD. 

CLEVELAND, Oct. 12.—Jehn Radford was 
hanged to-day at Tremont forthe murder of his 
wife last October. He spent last night carousing 
with his guard, drinking whisky, talking about 
horse-races, and telling indeeent stories. He made 
this morning a fierce fight against the officers, 
showering blasphemies and indecent epithets upon 


them. When dragged to the scaffold he tried 
desperately to break away and jump from 
the platform. While he was standing on 
the™soaffold and the clergyman praying, 
Radford discovered among those in the jail Mr. 
Greenslade, the father of the murdered woman. 
Then ensnec an indescribabie’ scene. The mur- 
derer made a furious effort, strapped as he was, to 
rush upon his father-in-law, and the Sheriff and his 
assistants had all they could doto hold him. He 
raved and cursed everybody. With much difficul- 
ty the noose was adjusted and the hanging accom- 
plished, The body scarcely quivered after the 
drop fell. Rad@ford was cat down at the ond of 2 
minutea, The heart had stopped beating in 18 
minutes. About 150 persons witnessed the affair.

A WIFE MURDERER HANGED. 

ToLtepo, Ohio, Oct. 12.—Carl Bach was 
hanged at Bowling Green, Ohio, to-day, for the 
murder of his wife in October, 1881, The family 
lived on.a farm near Weston, Ohio, and Bach and 
his wife quarreled frequently. During one of their 
altercations he killed her with a corn-cutter. At 


the ensuing term of the court Bach was convicted 
and sentenced to death, but was granted a new 
trialon a writ of error by the Supreme Court, and 
Was a second time convicted. Bach walked frmly 
through the lower corridor of the jail and up the 
stairs to the scaffold. He spoke brieliy, attributing 
his death to the persistent efforts of Prosecuting 
Attorney Treup, whom he eaid he forgave, Bach 
showed no signs of fear until the noose was ad- 
justed, and when the black cap was drawn over bis 
face he trembled violently.

The Signal Service Bureau report for to- 
day for this vicinity indicates rain, followed 
by clearing weather, easterly winds, and 
rising, followed by falling, temperature. 


It is to be hoped that the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee will not show too great a facility for 
setting forth principles and reasons for act- 
ing, and too little alacrity for taking action. 
The Republican County Convention is to be 
held on Monday evening, and it would have 
been a great advantage if a citizens’ ticket 
could then have been already in the field 
for its acceptance. Men so prominent 
in the affairs of the City as the mem- 
bers of this committee and so familiar 
with its needs and the temper of 
its people ought to have no difficulty in 
selecting names for the County ticket. - If 
suggestions from the public were to be 
asked for, it would have been better to ob- 
tain them in advance of the conventions, 
but the committee has been deputed to rep- 
resent the public. Prompt and energetic 
action is required. A County ticket should 
be named at once and then the Aldermanic 
nominations can be attended to. So far as 
the necessary funds are concerned, the citi- 
vens must be trusted to respond to appeals 

when they see that something is to be done, 

The best plan is to go ahead with the move- 
ment and trust to the people for support. 


Gov. Cameron, of Virginia, takes a hope- 
ful view of the prospects of his party in that 
Btate. He dwells upon the benefits which 
the people enjoy as the result of the legisla- 
tion and administration of those whom he is 
fond of calling ‘‘liberals,’’ and thinks that 
these are producing an increase of confi- 
dence. He takes ‘occasion to express re- 
gret at the loss of sympathy which the 
Readjusters have suffered in other States. 
Perhaps if they had confined their liberal 
policy to improving the condition of 
things in Virginia, and had not been 
so liberal in dispensing Federal patronage 
and assessing office-holders to promote their 
cause, they might have been quite as well off 


in their own State and subject to much less 
The Revublicans at the 


odium ejsewhere. 


North at least cannot afford to have their 
position compromised by sympathy with 
men who openly violate a principle upon 
which they must largely depend in the fu- 
ture for political support. 


The Pennsylvania Legislature is still 
wrangling over the apportionment of Con- 
gressional representation in that State. This 
protracted exhibition of party spirit is ex- 
pensive for Pennsylvania and not in the least 
entertaining for the country at large. There 
are evident disadvantages in a divided con- 
trol of a legislative body. 


It has been supposed that the fame of 
New-York asa place of pitfalls and traps 
for the unwary had traveled far, and yet the 
Arizona miner and the Oregon agriculturist 
continues to walk serenely into the clutches 
of its watchful barpies. That a man should 
walk into a Bowery saloon and invite the 
acquaintance of its choice company and then 
make a display of many thousands of dol- 
lars which he wishes to use in backing a fa- 
vorite pugilist is sufficiently astonishing, but 
that he should allow himself to be ‘‘ roped 
in’’ to put up a large sum in the hands of a 
stranger on an improvised match 1n the ab- 
sence of all evidence of good faith shows 
at once the persistent vitality of the ‘‘ green- 
horn”’ and his fatal facility for taking leave 
of his money. Very high prices continue 
to be paid fora very cheap quality of ex- 
perience. 


In commenting upon the Mayor’s demand 
for the resignation of Commissioner of Ac- 
counts SHEARMAN yesterday, THe Times 
unintentionally did that gentleman an in- 
justice by stating that he had improperly 
disposed of a public document “for his 
own profit and advantage."’ THe Times 
willingly accepts Mr. SHeaRmMan’s denial of 
the truth of the charge as evidence that it 
had been misinformed, and regrets that it 
has given publicity to the statement. 


A WORD TU CONSERVATIVE DEMO- 
ORATS. 


The note of warning sounded by the 
President of the National Association ot 
Bankers as to the inevitable results of the 
silver law now in operation will not, we 
trust, fall on deaf ears. Itis true that the 
next Congress will have a House of Repre- 
sentatives with a large majority of Demo- 
crats, and that the Democrats have hereto- 
fore shown themselves very indifferent 
to the larger interests involved in the 
finances of the country. They have, as a 
party, been prone to listen to the imperious 
demands of the more ignorant of their party 
in favor of ‘“‘cheap’’ money, asif any kind 
of money could have other than its actual 
and inherent value, and as if our own 
“cheap ’’ money had not been the costliest 
luxury that we ever indulged in. But there 
are great numbers of, business men who 
act in entire good faith with the Demo- 
cratic Party, believing that its tendencies 
and traditions, if not its present profes- 
sions, are safer than those of the Republi- 
cans, and these business men cannot fail to 
see the troubles which the relentless accu- 
mulation of depreciated legal-tender coin is 
laying up for the country. There are those, 
also, among the Democratic leaders who 
are sincere in their belief that their party 
can better than the opposing one serve the 
cause of the working men. These ought to 
understand that there is no evil that can 
flow for this class from the action of the 
Government, so wide-spread, so persistent, 
and so inevitable as that of a depreciated 
currency. 

The terrible experience that followed the 
panic of ten years ago, the long and painful 
depression in the labor market, the distress 
which was caused while inflated prices of 
the necessities of living were being slowly 
adjusted to the reduced income of the wage- 
earners, and the complete destruction, by 
the shrinkage of nominal values, of thou- 
sands of the little investments in land and 
houses which this class had made during the 
times of apparent prosperity—all these 
ought to be warnings, which intelligent Dem- 
ocrats should not ignore, of the misery 
which the silver law, if it be persisted 
in, must bring upon the laboring men. 
It is they far more than those who 
have accumulated or inherited means, 
and still more than those who are en- 
gaged in speculation, upon whom will 
fall the mischievous consequences of a 
vitiated * currency. The comparatively 
wealthy and those employing their resources 
in active trade can, to a great extent, avoid 
while there is yet time the evils of fictitious 
values, They can even, in most cases, with 
the exercise of reasonable foresight. actually 
add to their wealth by the fluctuations in the 
value of the eurrency. But the laboring 
men either have no reserve to fall back 
upon or have that reserve invested 
in modest homes, for which they are partly 
in debt, and when values fall they often are 
compelled to see these homes swept away 
from them to pay their mortgages. And 
this is not the worst of it, for the reaction 
which follows inflation as surely as a stone 
falls which is thrown into the air brings 
long periods of idleness. 


That the operation of the silver law if 
not arrested must, in the long run, give the 
country a depreciated currency is perfectly 
certain. The unchecked addition of §$28,- 
000,000 a year of coin worth only five-sixths 
of its face must finally and surely displace 
the coin of full value, and that result: is the 
more certain because the debased coin is 
forced upon the country in the form of pa- 
per certificates. As this paper increases in 
volume it will be used in current exchanges, 
and the gold coin or its representatives 
will be used where it is of higher exchange- 
able value; it-will either be hoarded 
or sent abroad. Though there will 
not be the rapid deterioration of the 
currency which followed the extravagant 
issues of paper during the war, the deteriora- 
tion will be just assure. This was shown 
in the case of France, which, with a cur 
rency far more stable than our own, found 
itself compelled to suspend the coinage of 
legal-tender silver when that metal began to 
shrink in value, because its mints were 
flooded with the silver of other countries, 
and the reserve of the Bank of France was 
steadily being changed from gold to silver. 
This happened in a country where the peo- 
ple were accustomed te silver, where all the 
smaller payments, not only of retail but of 
the minor wholesale trade. were made in 
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silver, and where there was a capacity quite 
unequaled here for the absorption of silver. 

The Democrats who can see the truth in 
this matter should be the more willing to 
avert the disaster that must come with con- 
‘tinued coinage of silver, because no radical 
measures are needed, and because it is quite 
possible to make a safe and legitimate use 
of nearly, if not quite, all the silver that has 
so far been coined. All that is necessary is 
to stop the coinage of silver dollars, provide 
for the calling in of the smaller notes and 
for the redemption of the silver certificates 
in gold or currency. This would completely 
prevent the accumulation of silver in quan- 
tities dangerous to the currency, and would 
create a healthy and proper demand for the 
dollars already coined for the smaller trans- 
actions of retail trade. It is true that 
the dollars would not be so .convenient as 
the small notes, but they would be conven- 
ient enough, and they would be much more 
evenly distributed. The slight inconven- 
ience of them would be much more than 
compensated for by the arrest of the evil 
which now threatens us. 


A FOREIGNER’S FRIENDLY WORDS. 


In his wise and kindly speech at the 
Academy of Music, the other night, Lord 
Chief-Justice CoLERIDGE touched on two 
or three topics in a way that commanded 
the applause and admiration of, all that 
heard him, It is not often, it must be ad- 
mitted, that the British visitor to these 
shores makes himself genuinely welcome by 
his intelligent and friendly appreciation of 
the things which distinguish America from 
England. The average British tourist ap- 
parently regards this country as a 
semi-barbarous land in which he can 
throw off the conventionalities of life 
which he has found so irksome at home, 
and can indulge himself in his native bru- 
tality. Here, he thinks, he can be ill-man- 
nered, selfish, and insolent. The Americans, 
not being fully civilized, know no better 
than to regard the English visitor as the 
pink of perfection; his rudeness and vul- 
garity are merely British frankness, The 
frankness of the. Lord Chief-Justice is the 
delicious candor of a man of the world, who 
brings here not only breadth of culture and 
a certain refinement of manner which we 
are not accustomed to see in traveling Brit- 
ons, but a plain and common sense view of 
things American as distinguishable from 
things English. No people will concede 
that the standard of manners, morals, and 
thought of another people is better than their 
own, 


The English Chief-Justice gently remind- 
ed us that territorial bigness does not count 
for much in the estimate of national great- 
ness. Bigness is not largeness. The ex- 
tent of the Republic is too often dwelt upon 
by orators as something not only phenom. 
enal but highly creditable to the citizens of 
the Republic. What of it? asks our visitor. 
** You didn’t make it.’’ The territorial ex- 
panse of our country, vast though it may 
be, does not add one whit to our national 
greatness unless it shall appear that the 
great Republic is great in the qualities 
that elevate and dignify a nation and 
command the respect of mankind. A 
small State, poor and yet noble, may win 
a name for national heroism which another, 
rich in acres and destitute of manhood, may 
never hope to gain. To own many millions 
of acres of land, to build thousands of miles 
of railroads, and to control the commerce of 
vast lakes and rivers, may be the result of ase- 
ries of lucky accidents. None of these things 
constitute a State. But to maintain among 
the nations of the earth a lofty patriotism, a 
high order of manhood, a good Govern- 
ment, and an unblemished reputation for 
national honesty—this is real greatness. By 
the side of these characteristics mere big- 
ness dwindles into insignificance. 


It was a good thing, too, that the Lord 
Chief-Justice should remind us that he could 
see great estates and sufficiently enormous 
incomes at home, and that colossal fortunes 
in America did not interest him. Let our 
Mammon-worshiping plutocracy, forever 
boasting of our millionaires, take to heart 
this mild:rebuke from a friendly and discreet 
visitor. The tales of millions of dollars con- 
fuse the mind and are wholly irrelevant to 
any consideration of the greatness of a 
people. It is far better to find, as our 
friendly critic rejoiced to find, a comfortable 
competence so equally diffused throughout 
the country that the farmers own their 
farms, the gentlefolks their houses, and the 
artisans their cottages. It is this that fills 
with delight the kindly stranger intent on 
discovering a happy, prosperous, and indus- 
trious people, not an aristocracy founded on 
lands, money-bags, and the _ spoils of 
the poor. Lord Chief-Justice CoLERtper 
has been the favored guest of much of that 
sham nobility that bases its pretensions on 
the mere accumulation of cash. With 
charming candor he tells us that they 
who advise us to build up an aristocracy, 
and to affect contempt for the democracy 
which has been the foundation of American 
greatness, offer us delusions and snares. 
Here isan Englishman who, féted by tuft- 
hunters and money-lords, reminds us that 
‘men who their duties know,’’ not cash 
and acres, constitute a State. 


RULED BY GAMBLERS. 

The capture of the Police Department of 
the city of St. Louis by a ring of gamblers 
shows once more how easily a corrupt 
minority may fora time defeat a majority 
composed of honest and law-abiding citi- 
zens who are absorbed in business and give 
but little time to politics either local or 
national. The gamblers of St. Louis have 
been striving for some months to again get 
control of the police, so that they may safely 
open all of their gambling-houses and carry 
on their unlawful business without fear of 
attack. The leader of the ring, who was 
recently indicted for forgery and bribery, 
held one Police Commissioner, and probably 
two, in his power, for it is stated that te- 
fore accepting his appointment Commis- 
sioner KrnKEAD placed in the hands of this 
‘* boss”’ his resignation, signed in blank, so 
that the ‘‘ boss’’ could at any time secure 
his removal. It is also stated that Commis- 
sioner Kerwin, Vice-President of the 
board, had in like manner ‘sold his liberty 
to a politician, perhaps to the ‘‘ boss’ 
who thought that he owned KINKEAD., 
| Both of these Commissioners have “‘ re- 
| signed,” but their appearance before the 
| Grand Jurv and their testimony given be- 


| 
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fore that body indicate that if they had 
made any bargain with the ring, they had 
incurred the hostitity of the “‘ boss’’ by re- 
fusing to obey him. After these two men 
had gone out of the board, the Governor 
having accepted their “resignations,’’ the 
board coolly dismissed from office the Chief 
of Police, who had steadfastly opposed the 
ring, and put in his place a man who has 
had no experience as a polfce officer, and 
who will cheerfully promote the schemes of 
his masters, 


What are the worthy citizens of St. Louis 
going to do about it? A few years ago, 
when the gamblers not only controlled the 
Police Department but also were paylog 
large salaries to several of the department’s 
prominent officers, the long-suffering people 
rebelled against the ring and sent the ring’s 
‘“‘boss’’ to the penitentiary. The work 
which they did then seems to have been 
undone. Probably they will be forced, 
in the course of time, by the boldness 
of these scoundrels, to renew the fight, 
and if they unite in making a 
vigorous attack they will undoubtedly 
win, and fora time the gamblers will be 
compelled to yield. But while the honest 
citizen devotes only two or three days in a 
year to local politics, those who make a 
living by violating the law and strive to pro- 
tect their unlawful pursuits by getting po- 
litical power are continually at work. If 
the work of purification is discontinued the 
scoundrels regain the advantage of which 
they were deprived. 


Eternal vigilance is the price of honest 
municipal government. The citizen whose 
mind is given up to business, and who 
regards a political duty as a bore, is con- 
fronted by the men who depend upon poli- 
tics for a living, and-who are working in 
the political field all the year round. The 
result is that the professional politicians and 
those who seek for political power with the 
intention of robbing the people or securing 
protection for their unlawful acts have 
their own way until success makes them 
careless or so bold that they throw off all 
disguise. Then the honest citizen opens 
his eyes and comes to the conclusion that 
local politics demand his attention, but after 
he has won a victory he turns to his business 
again. In every city the men who desire 
good government are a large majority, but 
they can be aroused and united for political 
work only by extraordinary maladministra- 
tion and dishonesty on the part of those 
who are chosen to serve them in public 


office. 
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BUTLER AS A JOKE. 


It has been very shrewdly said by a Maine 
Democratic newspaper that the Democrats 
of that State would be amused to see B. F. 
Botugr elected Governor of Massachusetts 
forever, but that Burier could not get the 
vote of Maine in a Presidential convention 
of the whole country ‘‘to save his neck.” 
Precisely what spite the people of other 
States have toward Massachusetts that they 
should be pleased, or even diverted, by the 
perpetual Governorship of BuTuerR, it is 
difficult to understand. Nevertheless, it is 
true that there is in the fact that BuTLER 
is now Governor of Massachusetts, and may 
be again, a certain element of satisfaction 
which is greatly relished by the citizens of 
other States, irrespective of party. What is 
it that amuses and titillates the faucy/of men 
who, while they despise and deride BuTLER, 
see no harm in his being the successor in 
Massachusetts of Brooks, Bowpory, Ev- 
ERETT, ANDREW, and a host of eminent 
Governors?’ Why should the apparently 
wicked stand afar off and scoff because 
BuTLeR, the demagogue, trickster, and po- 
litical mountebank, is Governor of the Old 
Bay State? 


There is much human nature involved in 
this odd problem. Itis useless to philoso- 
phize over so cleara matter. Massachusetts 
has always been a model State. Her schools, 
social structure, financial administration, 
popular form of government, and adminis- 
trative machinery have always been com- 
mended to the other members of the Amer- 
ican Republic as patterns to be humbly and 
reverently imitated. Possibly, many years 
of this sort of political and social superex- 
cellence have made Massachusetts proud, 
even a trifle self-conceited. That it isa 
calamity for so proud and truly great 
a State to be governed by a quack 
is undeniable. But, as there is something 
in the misfortunes of our best friends that 
pleases us, the triumphs of BuTLER in Mas- 
sachusetts elate the people of other States 
that can never hope to emulate the great- 
ness and impeccability of Massachusetts. 
We are all poor creatures, and when we dis- 
cover in the character of the noblest and 
best of the race a blemish that reminds us 
that we are all alike human and weak, we 
are secretly pleased. BUTLER, in the ab- 
stract, is simply intolerable and not to be 
endured. As Governor of the State which, 
in effect, says, ‘‘ Behold me, the Model Com- 
monwealth,’’ he isa great joke. Frivolous 
and unthinking persons enjoy BUTLER as a 
grim pleasantry. 


PAINFUL AND SUGGESTIVE. 

A very painful and suggestive incident oc- 
curred the other day in the course of a 
school election in Lansingburg, in this State. 
The votes of several women were challenged 
on the ground that they were non-residents 
who had been brought from Troy for the 
express purpose of casting fraudulent votes. 
This is painful, since it shows that, instead 
of exerting the purifying influence which 
we have been told women would exercise at 
the polls, women have been quick to learn 
that worst of political frauds, the coloniza- 
tion of fraudulent voters. It is, moreover, 
very suggestive, since it calls attention to a 
method of fraud which women could prac- 
tice with eminent success were they to be 
given the right of voting at all elections. 

Men are known by their faces, women by 
their clothes. Fraudulent voting is not easy 
in the case of men provided the Inspectors 
are men of ordinary intelligence. The “' re- 
peater’’ who tries tocast more than one vote 
must disguise himself, but it is very difficult 
fora man to conceal his identity by any 
cheap and easily assumed disguise. With 
women as voters the case would be very dif- 
ferent. Almost any designing woman could 
deposit a vote in her own name and return 
to the polls half an hour afterward so trans- 
formed that her own husband would not 

| knowher. A mere change of dress and bon- 
i net would constitute a sufficient diseuisa. and 


the number of disguises of this sort which 
any one woman could assume would be lim- 
ited only by the size of her own wardrobe 
or that of her confederates. 

There are, moreover, other metnods by 
which women voters could disguise them- 
selves and which would be still, more diffi- 
cult of detection. A woman. can complete- 
ly transform her personal appearance by 
changing either her hair, her eyebrows, or 
her complexion, and were a general com- 
mittee of women voters to keep on hand a 
full supply of hair, eyebrows, and cosmet: 
ics, thirty women voters could be swelled to 
almost any desired number by visiting the 
committee-rooms and availing themselves 
of the afticles provided for the use of the 
party. It is always possible fora thin wom 
an to present the appearance of a fat wom- 
an—a feat which no man can perform with- 
out certain detection; and in the case of a 
hotly contested election there would doubt- 
less be numbers of habitually plump women 
who would convert themselves into miracles 
of scragginess at the shortest notice in order 
to polla few more fraudulent votes. 


That women would as a class addict them- 
selves to fraudulent political practices no 
one will of course maintain, but it is ex- 
tremely improbable that the sex will strictly 
abstain “from the use of the tricks which 
wicked men have taught them, especially 
since nature has provided them with such 
facilities for ‘‘repeating.’”’ Doubtless the 
Inspectors of Election would have their sus- 
picions aroused when, in a locality where 
the entire legal female vote was known to 
be, say, thirty-five, the number of female 
ballots began to mount up among the eight- 
ies and nineties, but what Inspector would 
be bold enough to make the investigations 
which alone could convict a ‘‘repeater’’ of 
illegal voting? We must make up our 
minds to the fact that if women are allowed 
to vote, and if they then choose to cheat, their 
victims will be practically without redress. 
The only safeguard would be to compel 
every woman to deposit her photograph 
with the Inspectors on casting her vote, and 
to refuse the vote of any woman wear- 
ing a dress, eyebrows, hair, complexion, 
or figure different from those worn by her 
when sitting for her photograph. 
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The October crop reports afford an ap- 
proximate indication of the yield of the 
year. It is, on the whole, below the promise 
of the early part of the year, but is not so 
deficient as to have any depressing effect. 
The cotton crop is now estimated at 6,000,- 
000 bales. This is less than was anticipated 
but as there is always a full demand for this 
staple, the aggregate value of the yield is 
tolerably stable. To a certain extent this is 
also true cf wheat, of which the yield this 
year will somewhat exceed 400,000,000 bush- 
els. This is about 20 per cent. below the 
crop of last year, and the quality is said nct 
to be up to the average. Corn has suffered 
from frost in the North and North-west, 
and from drought in the East and South, 
and is considerably below the average 
standard. Oats and potatoes show a good 
record, while that of tobacco is below the 
average, On the whole those interests which 
depend upon the crops of the country have 
a fair prospect, but nothing more. 





If Mr. SIeBERT, of Milwaukee, really ex- 
pects to get from the British Government $7,500 
for a copy of a book in which an electric light, so 
to speak, was turned upon the private life of 
Grorce IV., he will probably be disappointed. 
The book in questién was published in 1831, and it 
appears that three copies have already been found 
in this country. If there are three, there may be 
forty, and itis extremely improbable that the Brit- 
ish Government, if it has been engaged in a search 
for literature of this kind, has got possession 
of even three-fourths of the original edition. 
Moreover, if the British Government has under- 
taken to buy and suppress all of the volumes in 
which the weaknesses of the fourth Gzorar are 
recorded and described, it has a great task before 
it. The story which has led Mr. SizsErT to “ open 
negotiations” with Great Britain reminds one of 
the tales that in this country from time to time ex- 
cite the credulous “heirs” who dream of countless 
unclaimed millions locked up in the vaults of the 
Bank of England.

Gov. Jarvis, of North Carolina, or the offi- 
cer acting in his absence, seems to have made a 
serious blunder in ordering an election to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of the Hon. Warrrr 
Poor, member of Congress from the First District 
in that State. Mr. Poot was elected before the 
new apportionment under the census of 1880 was 
made, Under the new apportionment the County of 
Bertie was taken from the First District and placed 
in the Second, and the County of Carteret was 
taken from the Third and placed in the First. The 
proclamation orders that the election shall be held 
in the First District as it now exists, and not in the 
old First District that elected Mr. Poot, so that the 
people of Carteret, having already voted for one 
member of Congress, are allowed jto vote for an- 
other, while the people of Bertie are disfranchisea 
and denied the right of being represented at all in 
the Forty-eighth Congress. The Greensboro Aorth 
State declares that the order was so framed be- 
cause the Bourbons knew that the old First District 
would elect a Republican. Among those who oppose 
the order is Judge Daniet G. FowLz, @ prominent 
Democrat, who publishes a long opinion in which 
he holds that the proclamation is irregular and not 
in accordance with law, and that an election heid 
under it would be null and void. The same ques- 
tion was decided when the resignation of the late 
president GARFiELD, then member of Congress 
from the Nineteenth District of Ohio, caused a va- 
cancy which was filled by the election of the Hon. 
Ezra B. Taytor. After Mr. GARFIELD’s election 
the district was changed by the new apportion- 
ment, but his successor was elected by the old dis- 
trict in accordance with an opinion furnished by 
Attorney-General Nasu, to whom the queation had 
been referred by Gov. Foster. 
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William H. A. Crane has been arrested in 
Indianapolis for personating his father and others, 
wrongfully obtaining $1,500 from an express com- 
pany. 

The Richmond (Va.) Dispatch is spurring 
on the faithful with such appeals as this: “ Will 
your friend be kept on the police force? Not if 
we lose the Legislature.” 

The Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution assures the 
North that “‘a few wild-eyed editors do not make 
public opinion in the South.” The statement is in- 
definite and should be elaborated. 

A jeweler in Charleston, S. C., who is con- 
ceded to have superior means of information, 
says that there will be 20 weddings in that city be- 
tween the Ist of November and New Year's. 


The Toronto Globe expresses the opinion 
that Canada could now follow the example of this 
country and reduce its letter postage to 2 cents 
without fear of serious or permanent loss of rey- 
enue. 

Ben Holladay returned to Portland, Ore- 
gon, on the 4th inst., after six years’ absence, and 
is more confident than ever that Oregon is des- 
tined to be a big State. “* Why,” said he, “her fu- 
ture is simply boundless. She's only beginning to 
grow. There can’t be any limit to her growth and 
expansion." 

The Toledo (Ohio) Blade grimly rejoices over 
the suecess of the judiclary amendment to the 
Constitution. and says it has literally swept the 


State, “even the famous 101,600 majority with 
which the loyal people of Ohio rebuked treason 
snd Copperheadism in the person of Vallandigham 
being insignificant beside it.” ri 


In his response at the dinner tendered him 
by the Penobscot County Bar the Hon. John Ap- 
pleton, the retiring Chief-Justice of Maine, related 
that years before the abolition of slavery he wrote 
Charles Sumner a letter advocating the right of 
the colored people to be received as witnesses, 
and said that he sent the letter to a law journal to 
be published, but it was refused, as the doctrine 
that a slave might testify was deemed a dangerous 
heresy. The letter was subsequently published in 


leading law journals of London, England.-

CHARLES A. COE. 

Charles A. Coe, one of the best known busi- 
ness men.of New-York, died suddenly in his office, 
at No. 103 Front-street, yesterday noon. He came 
into the City in the morning at 9 o’clock from his 
country seat at Hastings-on-the-Hudson, appar- 
ently in his usual health, and seated himself at his 


desk to attend to his correspondence. He worked 
steadily until a few minutes before 12, when his 
son-in-law, Richard L. Campbell. of the firm of 
Smith & Campbell, entered. While Mr. Campbell 
was talking to him Mr. Coe sank back inte his 
chair suddenly unconscious. Dr. Knight was sum- 
moned at once irom the United States Hotel, in 
Fulton-stfeet, and restoratives were freely used, 
but Mr. Coe died witnout regaining his conscious- 
ness. The doctor pronounced it an attack of 
apoplexy. Mr. Coe had been enjoying excellent 
health this Fall, and as far as his family knew, he 
was not suffering from any complaint whatever. 
The body layin the office until afternoon, when 
it was removed by the undertaker. Many of the 
business friends of the dead man called at the 
office during the day, and general re- 
gret was expresse at his sudden 
death, Mr. Coe was born in this City 
in 1821. His father was the late William S. Coe, a 
well-known merchant of the past generation. He 
married a daughter of the late Peter Gassner. who 
survives him. He also left four children, Charles 
A. Coe, Jr.. who was associated with him in busi- 
ness; Henry E. Coe, an attorney; Mrs. Rodman 
Townsend and Mrs. Richard L. Campbeil.- Mr. 
Coe at first was engaged in the cotton business 
in the firm of Coe & Anderson. He retired 
from this over 30 years ago, and since then 
has devoted himself to the management 
of his large estate. He was a _ large 
owner of warehouse and dock property in this 
City, a Vice-President of the Stuyvesant Safe De- 
posit Company,a member of tbe Produce Ex- 
change, and he was for many yearsa Director in 
the Bowery Savings Bank. The funeral will prob- 
ably take place early next week in the Calvary 
Protestant Episcopal Church, of which Mr. Coe 
was a leading member.

DR. CHARLES E. BLUMENTHAL, 
Dr. Charles E. Blumenthal, one of the old 
physicians of this City, died on Thursday at his 
residence, at No. 54 West Forty-sixth-street. Dr. 
Blumenthal! was about 80 years old, and was born 
in Hamburg, Germany; his father was a Rus- 
sian, and his mother a Scottish lady. He re- 


ceived his education in the Lyons Gymna- 
sium and earned the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine in the University of Berlin. His uncle, 
Gen. Blumenthal, was a diatinguished officer in the 
French army. Dr. Blumenthal had been trained 
by the Jesuits, and was intended for the cburch; 
and the reverend fathers predicted that he wouid 
reach distinction either as a priest or as a 
heretic. He left Germany for politicai rea- 
sons, and entered the service of one of 
the Governments of Central America, where 
he served as Captain. Later he removed to 
Charleston, 8S. C., and began practice asa physician 
of the ola school. In 1868 he was elected to the 
Professorship of Oriental and Modern Languages in 
Dickinson College, Carlisie. He was familiar 
with Hebrew, Arabio, and Sanskrit, and with many 
modern !angueges. He preached for some time in 
the Methodist Church, to which he belonged, and 
was also admitted to the Bar as ulawyer. He 
transiated ‘* The Life of Christ,” by Neander, and 
also a “ History of the Christian Chuareh,” by Dr. 
Hase. He was also the author of a popular work 
on theology and contributed to various periodicals. 
He established himself in New-York 25 years ago 
as a homeopathic physician, and soon obtained an 
extensive practice and formed a large circle of ac- 
quaintances. He held a high position in the order 
ot the Knights Templar of Pennsylvania. He at- 
tended the Ail Souls’ Protestant Episcopal Church 
and also had a pew in Grace Chapel. He Jeaves a 
widow. The funeral services will be held at the 
house to-morrow afternoon and the body will be 
taken to Washington, Penn., for cremation.

This commission had sent a message to 
the Bishop of the church in Mexico, he would not 
say requiring, but more than advising. that he 
should be in this city on Oct. 18 The Rev. 
Dr. Fulton moved that the Board of Mis- 
sions bold a session on Oct. 23, to hear 
the report of the Mexican Commission. 
The Hon. George F. Edmunds, of Vermont, did 
not think the prenosed action was fair or Chris- 
tian. The Right Rev. Bishop Lee stated that the 
Mexican Commission was earnestly desirous to 
arrive at the truth about the work in Mexico. It 
bad peen obliged to listen to a great many dis- 

ing, and it was thought unjust. statements. 
he Bishop urged the Board of Missions to exer- 
Gise forbearance ard wait patiently. 

The Rev. Dr. Fulton did not think the church 
should entangle itself with any foreign alliance. 
In bis opinion the Bishop of the Valley of Mexico 
would arrive the day after the adjournment of the 
oonvention. Mr. mucds thought it was a singu- 
lar thing to appoint a day for trying a man and 
then proceed to try him in advance because the 
Sheriff had not returned the writ. He moved to 
postpone the consideration of the proposed amend- 
menttothe canon. The motion of Dr. Fulton was 
egreed to relative to hearing the report of the 
Mexican Commission on Oct. 23, after which Sena- 
tor Edmunds’s motion was adopted.

THE CONGREGATIONAL COUNCIL 
COMMITTEE REPORTS RECEIVED AND AD- 
DRESSES LISTENED TO. 

Coxcorp, N. H., Oct. 12.—The Congrega- 
flonal Council met again this morning. The 
Rev. Dr. E. B. Webb, of Boston,'made an ap- 
pealin behalf of the American Board of Foreign 
Missions. He said the urganization had expended 
$591,000 last year, and it proposed to devote a like, 
pr even a larger sum annually hereafter if it could 


be raised. The Rev. Isaac P. Langworthy, of Bos- 
ton. read an address prepared by the Rev. Dr. J. 

. Tarbox, in behalf of the American College and 

ucational Society. The expenditures of this 
organization for the last three years, he said, 
emonnted to $523,966, which was the total amount 
received. More money was neede‘ for the educa- 
tion of candidates for the ministry. 

The Rev. A. H. Quint, of New-Hampshire, sub- 
mitted the report of the Provisional Committee, 
containing recommendations for several amend- 
ments to the by-laws and rules of order; also, that 
the next session of the Council be held in Chicago 
In 1886. The report was accepted. ‘The Secretary’s 
report showed anet gain of 262 churches during 
the past three years, and ef 5,079in membership. 
The addition to churches by profession averaged 
12,500 annually. The contributions for Sabbath- 
schools last year amounted to $800,000 and for 
charitable objects over $6,000,000. There were 874 
more churches in the United States than there 
were clergymen to supply them. 

At the afternoon session the Rev. Dr. L. Perrin, 
of Connecticut, submitted a report which showed 
thatiali the bills against the Council had been paid in 
fuil. The report of the Committee on Pastors, ap- 
pointed atithe St. Louie Council in 1880, was read by 
the Rev. Dr. A. H. Ross.jof Port Haven, Mich. The 
ground was taken that “installation” was only 
one incident in calling a preacher, and that it was 
unwise to distinguish between an “* installed” and 
an “acting” minister. The report was referred to 
a special committee. 

At the evening session an address was adopted 
recommending that all Congregational Pastors 
celebrate the four hundredth birthday of Martin 
Lather on Noy. 11. The needs and work of the 
American Eome Missionary Society were then dis- 
cussed.

THE PLOTTERS IN THE LOCAL DEMOCRATIO 


DEAL DISGUSTED. 


The deal between County Democrats and 
Tammany Hall, by which the offices are to be dl- 
vided up among politicians in advance of the con- 
ventions themselves, which are generally supposed 
to make these nominations, was the subject of a 
great deai of talk among Democrats yesterday. 
Those Democrats who allied themselves with the 


County Demooracy because they thought they saw 
in that oreanization a disposition to oonsult the 
masvss of the party in these matters were es- 
pecial'y indignant at the barefaced proposition 
which John Kelly and his 24 henchmen considered 
in seeret session Thursday night. Those Demo- 
crats who advocate union at the expense of prin- 
ciples saw nothing in this occurrence to provoke 
criticism. 

This feeling of indignation among County Demo- 
crats Was so marked thatthe Executive Committee 
of the organization deemed it advisable, at a meet- 
ing last night, to hedge upon the matter by giving 
it out that the County Democracy, as an organiza- 
tion, had not made any overtures to Tammany Hall. 
Police Justice Maurice J. Power in a speech to the 
members made this point. He said, furthermore, 
that the County Democracy was by po means 
committed to the line of action developed 
at the meeting of Tammany’s committee on organi- 
zation. A gentleman who was not then present 
bad, he added, talked with John Kelly about the 
necessity of harmony, and bad even gone s0 far as 
to suggest that it could be secured on some such 
basis as that which weuld give Tammany the 
Register's office anda Supreme Court Judge, the 
County Democracy a Supreme Court Judge and 
one City Court Judge, and Irving Hall the other 
City Court Judge. 

The gentleman to whom Justice Power is under- 
stood to refer is John Keenan, the proprietor of a 
saloon in Park-row, not many doors from Mr. 
Kelly’s private office. Mr. Keenan is very close 
to Hubert O. Thompson, and at the time the latter 
was confirmed as Commissioner of Public Works 
he was said by many Democrats to have been a 
most potential factor in securing the votes of 
certain Aldermen who were never strictly classified 
as Thompson men. There is little doubt that any 
conversation had by Mr. Keenan or by any other 
gentleman with Mr. Kelly upon this deal over the 
offices was with the full knowledze and sympathy 
of those leaders of the County Democracy who are 
hungry for harmony because it will furnish spoils 
and political wer. It was never intended that 
the conversation and the su uent course of 
Tammany should be _ spre before the 
public, and the disgust of those most deeply inter- 
ested in this plot was most intense when the news- 
papers published it yesterday. Justice Power con- 
cluded his speech to the Executive Committee by 
saying that an opportunity to explain this matter 
would doubtiess be afforded at another meet 
ing of the Executive Committee, when members of 
the organizstion whohad gone to Albany to at- 
tend the conference would be able to speak 
for themselves. It was agreed that such a meet- 
ing should be held to-night. Some members of the 
organization may yet manage to make themselves 
heard on a subject in which their reputations as

AGAINST BUGUS BUTTER. 


A MEETING OF MERCHANTS CALLED TO TRY 
TO STOP THE FRAUDS. 

Many grocers and retail dealers in all the 
large cities of the country have for a long time de- 
fraudea their customers by selling them imitation 
butter. There has been a great deal published 
about the matter, but as the ingredients 


used in the manufacture of oleomargarine, 
butterine, and suine, as the compounds in 
imitation of the products of the dairy and cream- 
ery most used are designated, have so far been 
harmiess and even nutritious, although not so 
much so as pure butter, consumers have been toa 
at extent indifferent as to how their bread was 
uttered. in fact, they have regarded the intro- 
duction of the imitation article, carefully pre- 
pared and fresh, as a blessing in dieguise, as its 
sale has had a tendency to ~~ 4 the prices of 
pure butter down, in spite of the bulls of the mar- 
ket. At first oleomargarine-cil and a large per- 
centage of milk were used to make the imitation. 
It was then found that lard-oil and a large per- 
centage of choice butter, when carefully mixed, 
made a better imitation than oleomargarine. 
Finally, cotton-seed-oil was largely used, and now, 
according to the statementsof leading butter-deal- 
= grease of a very low commercial value is 
skillfully deodorized and enters into the compound. 
To give the imitation butter color and flavor chem- 
icals are used, it is alleged, which are unknown to 
anybody but the manufacturers. The chief manu- 
tacturers of this article have their factories in Chi- 
cago, New-York, and Brookiyn, but there area 
number in all the other large cities. 

A butter merchant told a Tiuwes reporter yester- 
day that to produce a pound of butterine made up 
of oleomargarine-oll, ocotton-seed-oil, and lard-oil 
churned in milk it cost about 12 cents. The 
product was sold at 14 to 15 cents per pound at 
wholesale, and was retailed by frandulent grocers 
at from 25 to 80 cents per pound. The ma- 
jority of the wholesale dealers sold the 
erticie for what it was, but a few of them 
were now selling it for genuine butter and were 
deceiving grocers. The best imitation, this dealer 
said, came at present from Chicago, where some 
of the dealers used the best iara-oil deodorized and 
the best butter obtainable. This article was known 
in tne wholesale trade assuine. Thetrouble to 
consumers with these imitations is that while 
they are palatable when spread on bread they are 
not good for cooking purposes, giving food 
—when melted by the fire—a greasy flavor, entirely 
unlike that imparted by pure butter. Whole- 
sale butter merchants who desire to do an bonest 
business have become thoroughly aroused to the 
fact thatthe dairy interests of the country are 
being greatly injured by the increase in the manu- 


facture of imitation butter and its illegal sale as: 


genuine butter. They do not object to 
people buying and selling it for what it 
realiy is, but they insist that the laws of the State 
against its sale as pure butter shall be strictly en- 
forced. 

With this end in view 100 leading butter mer- 
chants of the City have united in requesting Presi- 
dent Washington Winsor, of the Mercantile Ex- 
change, to call a meeting at the Exchange to discus 
the question of the sale of imitation butter as 
pure butter, in violation of the laws of this 
State, and to adopt such measures as may be 
deemed advisable to prosecute and bring to pun- 
ishment ai] offenders guilty of the fraud. In re- 
sponse to this request President Winsor has called 
the meeting for Tuesday next at 10:45 A. M., at the 
Mercantile Exchange, at West and Reade streets.

OAREER OF AN OREGON PIONEER. 


‘*BUCKSKIN JIM’’ TIRED OF THE OITY IN 
24 HOURS. 

One of the most remarkable of the 117 mem- 
bers of the Oregon Pioneer Association, of Port- 
land, Oregon, who arrived in this City from the 
West on Thursday night, and who are domiciled 
at the St. Nicholas Hotei, is “Buckskin Jim,” an 
old Western settler and trapper of to Leather- 
stocking school, who derives his nickname from a 
costume which he usually wears, made of dressed 
buckskin in the rea! Indian style so familiar to the 
readers of dime literature. “Buckskin Jim's” 


real name is James Hearn. He is over 70 years of 
age, well-to-do in the world, and few men are bet- 
ter or more favorably known on the Pacific slope. 
His story, as told toa mapeetar: last night, had best 
be given in his own words: 

“T ran away from my home in Kaogiand,” said 
he; “when I was 18 years of age, and sailed for the 
Pacifico coast. The brig I went in was wrecked 
on the coast south of San Francisco, and the few 
who were saved, including myself, fell into 
the hands of the Indians, who treated us well. 
I staid among the Indians, wandering along the 
coast fishing and hunting. At Guaymas, in Sonora, 
in 1839, 1 think, I was taken by a party of Santa 
Anna’s soldiers, who had orders to arrest every 
white man that could be found. We were marched 
thence to Tepee on foot, and put in double irons. 
We were confined without the slightest pre- 
text in a loathsome jail, and suffered 
greatly during the six months we spent 
there. in irons and persecuted by. vermin. 
The British Consul said that if wvery one of us 
would declare himself an Englishman he would 
liberate us at once. One of our party, the cele- 
brated ‘Yankee Jim,’ declined at first, and said 
that nothing would induce him to declare himself 
a Britisher, buat he came around and we all were 
liberated. Mr. Saunders preferred a claim against 
the Mexican Government for damages, and he was 
so sure of getting it that he paid us $360 per man 
and off we went. 

“I then took a sailing veseel to Alaska, where I 
lived among the Flathead Indians. In "48, I caught 
the ‘gold fever’ and dug for gold in California. Oh, 
I think it rich, you bet. Sometimes [ had as much 
as 600 pounds weight of gold all at once, but it 
never lasted very long. I have no idea how much 
money! have dug outof the earth in my time, 
but I never could keep it. You'll never see an 
ola forty-niner who has a cent. Since then 
I've given up minine,and have been engaged 
in real estate and stock-ralsing in Idaho 
and Washington Territory, I am _  golng 
abroad next week to buy some Durhamand Muley 
calves, and when I get back I ehail migrate to 
Snake River, the wildest place inIdaho. Do I like 
the City? Not much. I bave been here 24 hours 
and I'm sick to death of it. Thereis not room 
enough forme. To-morrow! am going to Bridze- 
port to to find my sister, whom I haven't seen 
nor heard of for 50 years. [ don't know whether 
she’s alive or not, but maybe I'll ind some nephews 
and nieces.”” 

The aged pioneer suggested that it might be a 
good idea to go down Broadway to-day in his buck- 
skin suit, buta friend advised him against it, on 
the ground that he might be mistaken for an ad- 
vertisement. 

A number of the pioneers went last night to Bos- 
ton, and others will go to Montreal. One party 
will depart on Monday for Washington, and the 
rest will scatter around the country with a view to 
observation in order to tell their neighbors on their 
return of the manners and customs of the effete 
East. The tickets issued for their benefit by the 
Northern Pacific Road have been extended in- 
definitely, and the pioneers will straggle back to 
Oregon at what time suits them best.

They ran in this way for 
some distance, when suddenly one of the wheels of 
the carriage struck a rock, and over the oarriage 
went. Mrs. Garrett was thrown with terrible 
force tothe ground, and was rendered senseless 
by the shock. The horses were stopped. A gen- 
tleman was out driving on the Hillen road, and 
who witnessed the accident, made haste to the 
spot. Mrs. Garrett was placed in her carriage, 
made as comfortable as possible, and driven to 
Montebello. She was carried to her room and re- 
storatives were applied. A physician living in the 
neighborhood was summoned, and Dr. Alan P. 
Smith, the family physician, was also sent for. Mr. 
Garrett and his daughter were pot at home at the 
time, but arrived soon after. Mrs. Garrett re- 
mained unconscious for several hours, and fora 
time it was feared she had received very serious 
injury.

THR CIGAR TENEMENT-HOUSE ACT. 

David A. Paul was arrested and committed 
by Justice Patterson for violating, on the ist of 
October, 1883, the act known as the tenement- 
house act, which went into operation on that day, 
and which forbids the manufacture of cigars in the 
City of New-York in any section or apartment of a 
tenement-house in which the manufacturer lives 
and does household work, the store or ground 


floor, however, being exempted from tne opera- 
tion ofthe act. Writs ot habeas corpus and cer- 
tiorari were issued, which came up before Judge 
wn ge sitting at Chambers, in the Supreme 
Court, yesterday morning. Judge Dittenhoeter, on 
behalf of the defendant, sxid that they proposed to 
contest the constitutionality of the act."’ By its 
terms it purporta to have been enacted to promote 
public health. If the act really is in the interest of 
the public health it is undoubtedly constitutional, 
for the Legislature has the inherent power to de- 
py any citizen of the enjoyment ot bis property 
f its use is detrimental to publichealth. But if that 
be a mere pretext and the law operates to 

rotect the health of the individual oniy, assum 
Be that the manufacture of cigars is unhealthy 
the Legisiature had no power to pass the law, and

A BARK SHAKEN BY AN EARTHQUARE.
